_ PARIS, May 15. 


OINCIDING with the opening 
C of Gen. Joffre’s great spring 
campaign, which has been re- 
warded with a magnificent initial 
guccess north of Arras, I was privil- 
eged, by the invitation of the War 
Office, to make a thorough study of 
the temper, equipment and fighting 
recources of the French army after 
its winter campaign. 

For the last four days I have had 
the unprecedented privilege cf shar- 
ing every detail of the life of the 
commander of the French army 
operating between Champagne and 
Verdun. Now that the winter months 
have given ample time to the French 
War Office to complete in full the 
preparation. of the republic’s army 
for modern warfare, nothing is kept 
secret from neutral observers. 

I saw an army which, for its effi- 
clency in weapons, ammunition, ma- 
supplies and Red Cross 
organization I have no hesitation in 
describing as perfect to the smallest 
detail. 

This is all the more significant in- 
asmuch as the Argonne country is 


‘ ®a conglomerate mass of billowing 


siepes and treacherous woods—a net- 
work of death traps in unquestion- 
ably the most difficult fighting 
ground on the 500 miles of western 
front. 


Relentless Death Grip. 
LTHOUGH the fighting which 
A has been incessantly waged 
in Argonne since the battle 
of the Marne is not as picturesque 
as in other parts of the line, nowhere 
have the rival armies been locked in 
such a desperate, relentless grip as 
here. The struggle goes on unceas- 
ingly. day and night and along a 
good part of this front the space be- 
tween the rival trenches is not over 
80 feet wide. 

After an exhaustive study of the 
French positions and those of the 
Kron Prinz’s army facing us, as seen 
through field glasses and staff maps 


drawn from aerial photographs, I am 
bound to say the situation along here 


Fis tactically extremely favorable to 


Gen. Sarrail. I am convinced that 
he holds the power of initiative and 
whatever efforts the Kron Prinz 
(whose headquarters are now at 
Stendy) may make are foredoomed 
to check. 

My dominating impression, after 
four days’ continuous contact with 
every branch of this army, is that 
the science of man killing has no- 
In am- 
munition depots and trenches I have 
seen the greatest variety of air bombs 
and hand grenades that the ingenuity 
of man ever devised. Several of them 
show a distinct return to medieval 
, methods of warfare. 

All of them were devised by the 
Germans and ‘now they have been 
copied and improved by the French 
army engineers. 


Sarrounded by Flames. 


HB ancient Greek fire has been 


-_~ replaced by the Germans with 


hand grenades which at the 
moment of explosion shoot out sheets 
of flame of tremendous inflammatory 
force. Imagine yourself surrounded 
by suddenly bursting flames and you 
will have an idea of the effect these 


a baseball pitcher. According to in- 
formation extracted from prisoners 
and deserters, the men are picked 
from among professional jugglers. 

Careful study of its tactics, in fact, 
reveals that the afmy of Metz, under 
direct orders of the Kronprinz, has 
been considerably weakened sidce 
March, not only from the viewpoint 
of shells, but also of men. Accord- 
ing to declarations made by a deserter 
captured yesterday and confirmed 
later by a number of prisoners made 
during a French attack, wherein a 
French division advanced eight 
yards, the strength of their companies 
is reduced to 120 men, while Gen. 
Sarrail’s forces still retain their full 
complement of 250, with ample reserv- 
ists in the rear. 

Whether the German depletion is 
the result of drafting troops to other 
points of the front, especially to the 
north, or is due to casualties caused 
by the continuous battering of the 
enemy's lines by the French guns 
cannot be ascertained, but the fact 
remains that in this particular sec- 
tion the French army is distinctly 
superior in number, although per- 
haps somewhat inferior from the 
viewpoint of the marvelous equip- 
ment, wherewith the German War 
lords supplied their army in the 
course of years of preparations. 


French Air Service Best. 
O the German air service here 
cannot be a comparison with 


the French who send out 14 aviators 


‘to one German and therefore haye 


complete command of the air. I was 
also surprised at the size of the new 
air bombs the war planes are able 
to carry. They are oblong in shape, 
some four feet long and weigh 100 
pounds. Their effect is more terrific 
than that of the Zeppelin bombs. 
The struggle for life runs close to 
the struggle of death in Argonne. 
Whilst the slaughter is relentlessly 
proceeding an army of territorials is 
tilling the grotind not a mile from 
the front line trenches. Destruction 
and creation go hand ‘in hand. 
Interesting as is the theatrical 


‘ phase of warfare, the human element 


grasps the imagination far more 
powerfully. 

Nobody can imagine the terrific 
strain continuously suffered by 
troops in trenches, faced by a hidden 
enemy five yards distant. Deathly, 
awesome silence broods over the 
scene. Soldiers remain motionless 
and immovable as artists’ models in 
crouching attitudes in a perpetual 
and exquisite agony of fearful ex- 
pectaney. One might almost say the 
cracking of a stiffened joint is 
enough to produce some kind of ag- 
gression from the foe. 


Stimulant of Hatred. 


HEN the final relief comes

not snap under such tension, which 
can be compared to the suspense un- 
dergone at the last moments of 
Nero’s Christian martyrs, is a con- 
stant source of wonder to observers.

‘Neutrality in the Present War Would Be National Suicide,’’ Asserts Historian, Who Says It Would

N 1866, when the peace between Italy, Austria 
and Prussia was under discussion and al- 
ready it was whispered that Italy would re- 

ceive neither the Trentino nor Istria, but only the 
Veneto, Guiseppe Mazzini published, in the Unita 
Italiana of Aug. 25, an essay to make plain to’ 
the people the evils and dangers of such a peace. 
In this essay the wrongs which Italy had suf- 
fered at the hands of Austria are enumerated ana! 
pictured with such an abundance of proofs, with 
such lucidity and wisdom and with such 
liveliness and warmth of eloquence, that I 
cannot resist the temptation to quote part of ‘t. 

Mazzini shows that the Julian Alps, the Carnic 
Alps, the Istrian littoral and the Trentino are 
a natural and necessary part of Italy; and that 
geographers, historians, politicians and military 
men have for centuries assigned them to Italy. 
Istria he calls the eastern door to Italy, the bridge 
between the Italians and the Hungarians and 
Slavs. “If we abandon it,” ne says, “those peo- 
ple remain our enemies; if it is ours, they are 
taken out from the army of the enemy and allied 
to us.” 

He explains how the Trentino forms a wedge 
driven between Lombardy and Venetia, and how 
from a military standpoint it is the key to the 
valley of the Po; nature, furthermore, has made 
it a part of Italy: “a 

“The olives, the acid fruits, the Southern fruits, 
the climates, in contrast to the valley of the Inn, 
spéak to us and to the traveling stranger of 
Italy.” | . t's 

And he continues: “Italian are the traditions, 
the civil customs; Italian are the economic rela- 
tions, and the natural lines of communication; 
and the language is Italian. Of 500,000 inhab- 
itants only 100,000 are of Teutonic stock, scattered 
and easy to Italianize. He decldres that all. the 
great military authorities down to Napoleon have 
agreed that Italy’s only valid frontier is that fixed 
by nature upon the summits which separate the 
waters of the Black Sea and those of the Adri- 
atic, and he concludes in these words: 
|} “Therefore, Italians, by accepting the peace 
yhich threatens you, you would not only put a 

al of shame upon the brow of the nation; you 
would not only vilely betray your brothers of 
Istria, of Friuli and of the Trentino; you would 
not only cut off for long years all worthy future 
for Italy, condemning her to be a Power of the 
third rank in Europe; you would not only lose 
all the confidence of the people, all initiatory in- 
fluerice with them; but you would yourselves hang 
over your head the sword of Damocles of foreign 
invasion. And this sword of Damocles means for 
you the impossibility of disbanding or diminishing 
the army; it means the impossibility of economfes, 
uncertainty in all things, absence of all confidence 
on the part of capitalists, and of all pacific, sure 
developmen dustrial life; it means progres- 
sive diminution of credit, progressive increase of 
deficit, with no way out of the difficulty; it means 
economic ruin and bankruptcy, and finally—sinee 
not all of you will be resigned—it means increas- 
ing perennial agitation; factions continually stir- 
ring wp discord; civil war, at some time more or 
less remote, but inevitable.” 


Mazzini’s Idea Still Vital Today. 

FTER almost half a century, not a single 
sentence in these pages is antiquated to- 
day. It would not be possible, even now, 

to explain more lucidly the reasons why Italy, at 
the present moment, ought to take the field with 
the enemies of Austria, and profit by this occa- 
sion, which will not soon recur, to consummat-

now add to those reasons enumerated by Mazzini 
two others, which did not then exist. 

The first reason is of a military charter. 
Everyone knows that in the Adriatic the eastern 
shore, which belongs at present to Austria, fs 
notched, full of gulfs and bays, and rich, thove- 
fore, in excellent harbors. The western shore, on 
the contrary, the Italian shore, is smooth, with- 
out gulfs or deep bays, and therefore without har- 
bors. We have nothing to compare with the mar- 
velous natural harbors of Pola and Cattara. Since 
1866 naval armaments have had a gigantic growth, 
and now they seek docks proportioned to their in- 
creasing bulk. The little ships which fought in 
1866 in the waters of Lissa—many of them wood- 
en—seem like toys to the new generations which 
have launched on the sea tremendous fleets «f 
steel.

all attended Italian schools; they desired above 
all to become a part of that Italian middle class, 
which, in the cities, held in its hands commerce, 
the liberal professions, culture; moreover, tnoy 
considered their national tongue a dialect which 
was only for the family and. the.home..

Austria Strives to Weaken Italy. 
OWEVER, during the last 30 years, this 
H state of things has been profoundly 
changed. The Austrian Government, in 
order to weaken the Italian urban element, which 
it distrusted, has put forth all its strength to 
kindle a fierce discord in Istria between the Slavs 
and the Italians, by reviving in the country dis- 
tricts the national Slavic sentiment. The Slavs 
have been told that they are a people and a race 
different from the Italians; that their language 
ought not to hide itself in the homes, like’a rude 
dialect; bit ought to come out into the open, to be 
admitted into the courts, the schools, the publiis 
offices, the banks, with the same rights as those 
accorded to the Italian language. Hence, there 
is arising today in the cities of Istria a Slavic 
bourgeoise of professional people—merchants, 2m- 
ployers, professors—the rivals and enemies of 
Italy. And as the Slavs are more numerous and 
more prolific than the Italians, it is probable, if 
Istria remains in the power of Austria, and if 
Austria continues to aid the Slavs against -the 
Italians, that sooner or later the cities of Istria, 

including Trieste, will become Slavic.

Peasants and Artisans Opnose War. 


URNING from the political parties to the 
| country at large, it can safely be affirmed 


Austria. The multitude desires peace. The in- 
dustrial, commercial and financial classes -favor 
neutrality, although their wider knowledge makes 
it clear to them.that to have peace in this world 
it is not enough merely to desire it; and so, while 
they: hope that peace will not be broken, they are 
resigned to war, if war be necessary, as to a mis- 
fcrtune which there is no way of avoiding. The 
educated middle classes, on the other hand, are 
bellicose: the buréaucracy, the journalists, the 
teachers of the cothmon schools, and many pro- 
fessional people—physicians and lawyers. Almost 
all the important newspapers, Which have a wide 
circulation, are for the war. But these classes, 
while’ they. have much influence on public opin- 
ion, have not yet succeeded in inflaming, from 
one end of Italy to the other, those portions of 
in cold 
prudence and love of quiet. 


It is more diffcult to say what differences dis- 
tinguish one region from another. There is never 
any lack of these differences, in Italy, but this 
time they are uncertain and confused. It would 
appear that in the Veneto, which borders upon 
Austria, the majority are favorable to war. 
Piedmont, Lombardy and Liguria are certainly 
more inclined to neutrality than to war. In Cen- 
tral Italy there are certain regions, like Romagna, 
where even the rank and file seem to be agitated 
by ‘the breath of the warlike spirit. But, taken 
as a whole, Central ‘Italy also inclines rather to 
neutrality. On the other hand, it is said that 
the warlike current is stronger in Southern Italy 
and Sicily. Many people who know these regions 
intimately have told me this, and I can but take 
their word for it, as it is two years since I was In 
Southern Italy. 


To sum up, Italy hesitates, and while she sides 
with the coalition, while she desires that En- 
giand, France and Russia may be victorious, she 
leans more to neutrality and peace than to in- 
tervention and war. The majority hopé and de- 
sire that Italy may watch the terrible conflict with 
folded arms, to the end. It is impossible to under- 
stand what has happened and what will happen 
in Italy unless one takes account of this im- 
portant and interprets events by it. And to 
get a really cleat comprehension of what has 
happened, and above all of what will happen, it 
is not enough to know the facts: one must also 
know the reasons. How does it happen that Italy, 
in 1915, does not understand better that supreme 
national necessity which Giuseppe Mazzini ex- 
plained to her in 1866 with such luminous clear- 
ness? How is it that she never seems to get her 
bearings when even strangers see clearly? Only 
when we have solved this problem shall we real-

VERYONE xnows by this time, 
E in a gencral way, that cotton 
is gunpowder, yet cotton was 
for a time allowed to go freely into 
Germany through the blockading cor- 
don; which is exactly as though guns 
and submarines and consignments of 
shell had been allowed to get through 
the cordon, save for this difference: 
that Germany and Austria-Hungary 
can, at a certain rate, make guns and 
shells and submarines, whereas for 
cotton they are absolutely dependent 
upon supplies from over the sea—that 
is, upon the good will of Great Britain 
among the allies. 

There are probably in Germany 
now, in reserve, 1,000,000 bales of cot- 
It is doubtful whether Austria 
has any reserve. Supposing, there- 
fore, that all supplies from neutrals 
in Europe and all supplies from 
oversea were stopped, the Teutonic 
forces would presumably have to fall 
back upon rather less than 500,000,000 
pounds, or, in round numbers, 250,000 
tons of cotton. 

It is believed that hitherto they 
have used about half their cotton im- 
ports for textile fabrics and about 
half for making what. 1..shaljl - call 
their gunpowder. 


Reserve of 200,000 Tons. 
HEY have, therefore, in reserve, 
T about 125,000 tons of gunpow- 
der, which, if they could af- 
ford to stop all civilian weaving, could 
possibly be increased to a maximum 
of something legs than 200,000 tons. 
If Germany has a maximum poten- 
tial reserve of less than 200,000 tons 
of propellant explosive and a practical 
réserve of not more than 125,000 tons, 
let us ask ourselves how long this will 
last and whether it can be supple 
mented in any way.

In St. Louis this change was manifest by a 
pledge of loyal support sent to President Wilson 
by the American Neutrality League, organized as 
a pro-German body and with a membership com- 
posed chiefly of German-Americans. It was em- 
phasized by an editorial in the Westliche Post, 
published in the German language, for German- 
Americans. A few sentences from this editorial, 
indicating the spirit of German-Americans, are 
well worth republication: : 
For the press of the whole country, ne 
matter in what language it may address its 
readers, there is at present but one sacred 
duty te be considered-—te leave nothing un- 


done within its powers to avert inner strife. 
= . . . . « 


That we Americans of German descent 
with a bleeding heart contemplate the pos- 
sibility of an armed conflict between the 
United States and the land ef our parents 
and forefathers, no fair-minded person will 
eondemn us for. On the contrary, everybody 
exeept people void of all sentiment and sym- 
pathy will feel with us the tragie conflict 
which rends eur hearts. 

Similar to the Westliche. Post's utterances are 
those of the New Yorker Staats-Zeitung, which 


stands at the head of the German-American news- 
papers and whose editor, Herman Ridder, has 
been extremely active in defense of the German 


cause: 

The German-Americans must suffer tn any 
confiiet between the United States and Ger- 
many pains of which their fellew-citisens 
can never know anything. I¢ is rather a 
time fer showing them the greatest degree 
of consideration. They have feught te wup- 
hold the flag in the past and they will do 
so again, against any enemy whatsoever. 
They deserve the fruits ef past loyalty until 
they have forfeited the right to claim them. 

There has never been but one fiag under 
whieh the German-American has fought. 
There never ean be but one flag under which 
he will ever fight. And the flag is the Stars 
and Stripes. 

Despite some differing notes and critical com- 

ments from lesser German-American publications, 
we must accept these utterances of leading Ger- 
man-American organs as the sentiment of the 
great mass of our fellow citizens of German 
origin. * 
We assure them that all other Americans realize 
their position and appreciate the fine sense of 
duty and patriotism which induced them, when 
the crisis came, to put behind them al] thought 
of any interest except that of America. No man 
of sensibility ean fail te understand the pain- 
ful conflict between love of fatherland—those 
tender sentiments which eluster around the place 
of one's birth—and affection and duty for the 
country of their choice, pas 
We have been critical of the ‘excessive’ but 
natural zeal of many German-Americans in behalf 
of Germany, but there can be but one sentiment 
with regard to this unqualified expression of 
loyalty to America. It meets the test which the 
President formulated in his Philadelphia address 
when he said: 


The man who thinks of himaelf as be- 
longing to a particular national group in 
America has not yet become an American. 


These German-Americans who have rallied to 
the flag of their adopted country submit proof 
that they are Americans.

United States and President Wilson’s 
second note, though courteous in tone, 
has something of the character of an 
ultimatum. It is not, therefore, probable 
that ordinary diplomatic discussion or 
any of the other means of which I have 
spoken, would be acceptable in this 
case.” 

“Let us assume, then, that Germany 
has given an unsatisfactory reply, that 
diplomatic discussion does not meet the 
needs of the case, that mediation and ar- 
bitration cannot be resorted to. What 
should be- our next step? Would it be 
in conformity with international law for 
the United States to inform Germany 
that as she has apparently decided to 
go her own way, in defiance of the ac- 
cepted law of nations, it would be use- 
less for her to maintain an Ambassador 
in Washington and that his passports 
would be handed to him?’’ 


Course Would Be Legal. 


“There would be nothing illegal about 
such a course,” answered Prof. Stowell, 
“but it would be one entirely unsuited to 
the circumstances. Ineordinary times, 
the withdrawal of diplomatio representa- 
tives has great value, because it pub- 
lishes to the whole world the acute na- 
ture of the differences between the two 
Governments concerned, and gives an 
opportunity for the good offices of 
friendly nations to produce an adjust- 
ment. 

"In the present instance the interrup- 
tion of diplomatic intercourse with 
Germany would seem a very trivial act, 
in view of the terrible nature of the 
occurrences which have led to the 
pesent state of affairs. Furthermore, 
the worlds diplomatic machinery is so 
affected by the war that if we severed 
our diplomatic relations with Germany 
it would be very difficult to arrange 
for the taking over of our national 
interests and the very instrument which 
we would need to reach an agreement 
with Germany would be broken in our 
hands. Whatever value, therefore, such 
an action would have as a warning 
would be purchased at an altogether 
disproportionate cost. 

“Another point te be considered is 
that at present our diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in Germany are performing 
a great/work of humanity in looking 
after the affairs of belligerent powers. 
This work would cease if we gave tlie 
German Ambassador in Washington his 
passports, for such an action would be 
followed by the recall of our diplomatic 
and consular representatives in- Ger- 
many. I would say, then, that al- 
though this course would be in con- 
formity with international law, it would 
be both inexpedient and inadequate.” 

Reprisals Have Been Employed. 

“Does international law provide other 
means by which a nation finding itself 
unable to secure the redress to which it 
believes itself entitled can bring pres- 
sure to bear upon the other party to 
the dispute? Would international law 
sanction, for instance, the seizing of 
German ships in American waters, as 
an act of reprisal?” 

“In certain cases reprisals of such a 
nature have been employed,” said Prof. 
Stowell, “but these have been in an- 
sewer to the destruction of property. If 
the United States were to seize German 
property it would look. as though we 
were waiting to accept money equiva- 
lent for the lives of American citizens. 
There is another objection to such a 
course in the present Instance—namely, 
that it is tmpracticable, for no proud 
nation lke Germany would allow the 
United States to take such a step with- 
out considering it an act of war.

Do If Germany 
Rejects Demand 
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Centinued From Preceding Page. 


once whether she wanted war or not, 
and the whole situation cleared up 
at once.” 

“What could the United States 
do,” I inquired, ‘i‘f Germany replied 
to the American note by stating that 
she would not recede from the naval: 
policy which she had already an- 
nounced, and that if American cit- 
izens entered the war sgsone from 
which she had warned them she must 
still refuse to be held responsible 
for the consequences?” 

“Some people have suggested that, 
if such a thing should happen, the 
United States ought to call a confer- 
ence of neutral nations, with a view 
to arranging for a concerted protest, 
and, failing its success for concerted 
action to preserve the rights of all 
neutral nations during the course 
of the present conflict. 

“If it were practicable, such a course 
would be an ideal one to pursue: but 
unfortunately the United States is the 
only neutral nation sufficiently power- 
ful for its counsel to carry any weigh 
with the belligerents. I? the United 
States should call a conference and at- 
tempt to take- concerted action (as was 
done by the League of Armed Neutral- 
ity in 1780, when the neutral states of 
Europe made Great Britain pause in her 
ruthless disregard of neutral rights), she 
would only lose time in discussion, and 
even if her efforts were successful she 
would add but little to the strength of 
her own protest. 


Difficulties Presented. 

“The neutrals most immediately con- 
cerned today—Holland, Denmark, Swed- 
en and Norway—would find it extremely 
difficult to participate in such a confer- 
ence, much as they might sympathize 
with every effort to ameliorate the try- 
ing nature of their situation and the 
invasion of their rights. 

‘My personal view is that the power 
of the United States to make its views 
prevail is much greater than is gen- 
erally realized. Our financial support 
alone would enable the allies to continue 
the fight much longer than they other- 
wise could. With their bonds guaranteed 
oy the signature of the United States 
they could raise money at a much lower 
rate of interest than they must now 
pay. 

“The great fleet which rides in the 
Hudson today would be no mean addi- 
tion to the sea power of the allies and 
we could furnish a host of aviators, 
chauffeurs and skilled mechanics, and 
an unlimited supply of horses, mules and 
automobiles. 

“The first act of war would be the 
seizure of the German vessels now lying 
at our docks in New York and else- 
where and their employment to trans- 
port troops and ammunition to Europe 
under naval convoy. Although we have 
got but a very small army,measured 
by the European standard, the sdldiers 
we have would be of great value on ac- 
count of their thorough training. The 
arrival of a few thousand American 
troops in the Dardanelles would be a 
very welcome addition at the present 
time,” 

“Could not certain measures be taken 
in the event of a break with Germany 
which would inflict a severe blow upon 
her commercial interests in this coun- 
try, and would not the prospect of such 
measures being taken act as a power- 
ful restraining influence upon German 
statesmen at this time?’

deterrent effect I am not hopeful, since 
Germany has not allowed much more 
serious considerations to turn her from 
the military power which she has 
wished to follow. 
“Among the disastrous commercial 
consequences to Germany of a war with 
this country, one of the most important 
would be the innterruption of her patent 
treaties with us. All German patents 
would then be thrown open to our great 
manufacturing concerns and it would 
be difficult to overestimate the conse- 
quences of American production of com- 
modities for which we have hitherto 
been dependent on Germany. 
“So far as our treatment ef resident 
alien enemies is concerned, it would, 
in the event of war with Germany, 
depend very much upon their own 
behavior. It would certainly be the 
policy of this Government to inter- 
fere as little as possible with the or- 
dinary and daily routine of civilian 
enemies, for the ill-treatment of in- 
nocent individuals is a relic of bar- 
barism upon which we would un- 
doubtedly set the seal of condem- 
nation. 
“In conclusion, I may say that we 
all have reason to be proud of the 
restraint shown by the whole people 
in this crisis, which contrasts most 
favorably with the violent explosion 
of popular feeling which followed the 
blowing up of the Maine. 
“It would be most regrettable if 
any foreign country were to interpret 
our calmness as a sign of indifference 
or of pusillanimity. We are united 
to a man and we have none of us 
the slightest doubt that if war with 
should be forced upon us 
we would find every citizen of Ger- 
man extraction doing his utmost to 
help his adopted land. They would 
not shrink from taking up arms 
against their Fatherland, though they 
might weep to do it. The hyphen 
would disappear at once and forever.”

SPEEDILY PATCHED 
AT NEW HOSPITAL 


Orthopedic Section of ‘‘Kran- 
kenhaus”’ Restores Many Par- 
alyzed Limbs.

HAMBURG, April 2%.—Germany is 
patching up her broken soldiers with 
remarkable speed at the new ‘“‘Krank- 
enhaus” in Barmbeck; a suburb of 
Hamburg. This great hospital, which 
covers ,several acres of ground, was 
completed early last fall at a cost of 
many millions of marks, and has a 
feapacity of 2000 beds, 900 of which now 
contain soldiers. 

The most interesting part of the hos- 
pital is the orthopedic institute, where 
the soldiers are being massaged and 
bathed, exercised back into usefulness, 
either on the battlefield or in private 
life. A heretofore unheard of percent- 
age does get back the use of paralyzed 
limbs and damaged functions. 

When the bullet, shrapnel or shell 
wound that put the soldier out of 
business has healed, it leaves him dis- 
abled in almost as great a variety of 
ways as there are wounds, and fre- 
quently with greatly impaired ability to 
walk or run, or to use his hands, arms 


+ and fingers. 


According to the nature of his dis- 
ability, therefore, he is first given a 
series of boths—mud, sand, not air, hot 
water, acid, light and electricity. He 
lies for hours in a bathtub of rich, 
black, hot mud, or he sits in queer 
looking receptacles while hot sand pours 
down onto him and makes his nerves 
tingle. 


Hot Water Relieves Immobile Limbs. 
He is‘lowered on a chair by means 


of a pulley into water as hot as any 
man can stand, and after a time, under 
the soothing, sofetening influence, he is 
able to move limbs that befoKe were 
immovable. He sits with an arm In an 
acid bath or with electricity coursing 
through his system until gradually he 
becomes more supple. 

Then he moves into a room filled with 
fantastic instruments, eachi designed to 
give play to some particular muscles. 
If it is a leg that has gone out of com- 
mission, he mounts a machine not un- 
like a bicycle and pedals for hours un- 
til at last he has won back the use 
of his limb. 

If a Dullet has lessened the soldier's 
ability te breathe, he is suspended by 
straps under his arms, and slowly 
drawn upward by a sort of hoist which 
facilitates his inhalations. He learns 
how to crook his knee, twist his wrist, 
raise his arm and turn his head. 

So prominent a part does the use of 
the vacuum play that there is a ‘‘vac- 
uum room” where the convalescents sit, 
one with a vacuum on a part of his 
arm, pulling up the (flesh about a 
wound, others with the machines on 
their backs, their legs, on almost every 
part of their anatomy. 

There are countiess patients with arms 
or legs that have stiffened in peculiar 
ways. One finds them, also together in 


a big room, with odd-looking mechanical 


contrivances strapped to arms or legs— 
contrivances that can be tightened so as 
to bend the arm. a fraction of a centi- 
meter more at’a‘time, until joints have 
been coaxed back into the habit of mov- 
ing. 

Painleseness Tried For. 
As the patient Iles on a bed with a 
wounded knee that must be raised, a 
wooden contrivance with screws, under 
his leg, performs the duty without the 
usual pain of such an operation. Or, a 
pulley arrangement on the wall behind 
him lift his arm and turns it In an arc. 
So frequent are the operations at the 
Barmbeck Hospital that the huge op- 
erating room is served by a double win- 
dow connecting with the antispetic 
chamber. Instruments are passed out 
one window, cleaned and passed back 
through the other, where another patient 
may be ready. 
A group of a dozen correspondents, 
may of them men who had frequently 
been at the front, had been under fire 
and who had an opportunity to see some 
of the horrors of the battlefield; recently 
visited Barmbeck, To a n they agreed 
that the patients in the hospital, with 
their twisted and distorted limbs, wear- 
ing their queer contrivances for restor- 
ing the use of their limbs, were infi- 
ritely more sorrow-provoking than the 
dead soldiers on the battlefield. 
But the most terrible of all was a sol- 
dier who had nothing the ‘matter with 
his limbs at all, but who had illusions 
that he had been terrible wounded and 
who dragged himself around on crutches, 
Lis face terribly distorted by the pain he 
thought he felt from the bullets that 
rever had struck him.

Even in Italy the power of, the 
lower classes is much increased, Milli- 
tary service, like the right to vote, 
has been almost universai. The 
masses are no longer as ignorant and 
as docile as they once were; they 
have their associations, their parties, 
their newspapers, their ideas, their 
aspirations, of which the leaders 
must take account. In Italy, as in 
every other country of Europe, no 
government can delude itself into

thinking that by the power of the 
haw it can force the masses to enter 
into a war of whose necessity they 
are not to 4 certain degree persuaded. 


Why Lower Classes Act Slowly. 

Now, in order to persuade these 
classes—so large, 80 ignorant, so 
naturally inclined to the conveniences 
of peace—that Italy ought, if occasion 
offers, to endeavor to consummate 
her national unity even by & war, it 
is not enough to think in silence of 
the brothers who are still subject to 
Austria; one must talk to the people 
continually; one must explain to them 
what the Austrian peril is, just as in 


—_—-_—-— 


el 


| France the people have been talked 


to incessantly, since 1870, of the Ger- 
man peril; the masses must be so 
quickened to an interest in what poli- 
ticlans call the Adriatic question, that 
when an opportunity for war presents 
itself, the people—even the artisans 
and peasants who make up the bat- 
talions—may be at least in a certain 
measure ready for the test. But who 
has spoken to them of Trent and Tri- 
este in the past 30 years? No one. 
The literature in which the irredentist 
tradition is kept alive has never 
reached the lower classes. ’ 

The schools, which belong to the Gov- 
ernment, could not become an organ of 
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more numerous and more powerful 
than in America—to combat and 
proscribe the thing which in our 
political language fs called J’irrt- 
dentismo. (The program of those 
who aspire to obtain the independ- 
ence of the Italian provinces still 
subject to the foreigner.) The Gov- 
ernment was obliged to do all that 
it could to make thernation forget 
that Italians still lived under the 
scepter of the Hapsburgs; that the 
eastern boundary was open to hos 
tile invasion; that in the Adriatic, 
Italy and Austria were enemies, not 
through the ill-will of men, but 
through the necessity of things. 
There were moments in which, if one 
41d not wish to have trouble, it was pru- 
dent to speak in a whisper in Italy of 
Trent and Trieste, of the Italian sub- 
jects of Austria and of what concerned 
them; and it was always more prudent 
not to talk about them at all, especially 
for politicians who were, or aspired to 
be, ministers of state. For such persons, 
to recall that on the east the SGundary 
on the east could be considered as only 
provisionally adjusted, was equivalent to 


renouncing forever all ambition for 
power. 


Forbidden Subject for Ministers. 

The case of Minister Seismit Doda, 
about 1890, was a famous one. He was 
Minister of Finance in a ministry pre- 
sided over by Crispi; and one day he 
bad the misfortune to be invited to a 
public breakfast—I do not remember on 
what occasion—at Udine, a city situat- 
ed not far from the Austrian frontier. 
At this banquet there was a young dep- 
uty, who, at the close, also made a 
speech, and, gesticulating with his arms 
in the direction of Austria, alluded to 
the boundary with which Italy could not 
declare herself contented. The Minister 
listened without moving an eyelash, 
without making any sign either of ap- 
proval or of disapproval; and what else 
could he have done? Nevertheless, for 
not having protested against the veiled 
hint as to the boundary of Italy, that 
Minister, within twenty-four hours, was 
relieved of his portfolio. 


I have related this anecdote be- 
cause it shows, more clearly than 
long explanations would, how much 
Italy had to renounce to be able to 
enter into an alliance with Austria. 
To put it briefly, it was necessary 
that the Adriatic problem should no 
longer exist for the Italian Govern- 
ment, Every now and then, when 
there was a new persecutian of the 
Italian subjects of Austria, which 
could not be hushed up, or when 
there was an episode in the struggle 
between the Italian element and the 
Slavic element supported by Austria, 
of which ft wag necessary to inform 
the public, they came to remember 
in Italy that the Adriatic problem 
could be more easily forgotten than 
suppressed. But the Government was 
faithful to its past; it let the first 
grievance evaporate; then with its 
newspapers, with its parties, with 
all the means at its disposal, it ex- 
erted itself to reduce the matter to 
silence. 


To divert people from Austrian 
questions, it invented others to take 
their place. In the article which I 
wrote for the November number of 
the Atlantic Monthly, to explain the 
outbreak of the war, I said that to- 
day every nation of Europe had to 
have an enemy; otherwise, it could 
not excuse to the people either the 
burdens of the conscription or the 
military expenses. Italy, having al- 
lied herself with Austria, had to find 
another enemy. She found France. 
For 32 years all the official forces 
have been strained to persuade the 
Italian people that its true enemy 
was France, not Austria; to distract 
attention from Trent and Trieste, in 
order to direct it to Nice, to Corsica, 
and, above all, to Tunis. 


Queer Diplomatic Entanglements. 


The question of the unredeemed ‘rro- 
vinces of Austria was, therefore, no 
longer agitated except by the parties 
of extreme oppositiom—particularly by 
the Radical and Republican parties, 
which have never had either a great 
authority or a large following. Cer- 
tainly it is not necessary to believe that 
the Italian Government has renounced 
the Austrian lands inhabited by Italians, 
as completely as one might have 
fhought from its words and its actions. 
The art of diplomacy, at least in Eu- 
rope, is rich enough in expedients with 
which to violate any clause of a treaty, 
without appearing to—even while seem- 
ing to obey it. Some day many things 
which are still hidden will be revealed: 
then we shall know, perhaps, even how 
the Ministers who persecuted in Italy 
every irredentist agitation, aided with 
money, underhandedly and in secret, 
the Italians of Istr‘a, to struggle acainst 
che Slavs and the Austrian Government. 

In cther words, the Government. while 
seeming to have set aside all thought 
cf those provinces, thought of them all 
the time. Furthermore, in the intelleo- 
tual classes the irridentist tradition was 

lost. Giosue Carducci, for example— 
the’writer whom Italy has canonized as 
the greatest of the second half of the 
nineteenth century, the poet on whom, 
in the last part of his life, the Govern- 
ment bestowed the highest official hon- 
ors, and to whom a magnificent monu- 
ment is being erected in Bologna—was 
an implacable enemy of Austria, an 
aréent irridentist. In conclusion, the 
Italian Government may have been abdle 
to adopt for Trent and Trieste the ad- 
vice which Gambotta gave to the French 
for and Lorraine: “Think of it 
always and never speak of it.” The 


Government thought to further its own 


present interests and those of Italy, 
Which seemed to it to be guaranteed by 
the Triple Alliance; and to postpone 
consideration of the future. 

This sort of politics would have 
been easy in other times. Unfortun- 
ately, we live in the twentieth cen- 
tury. The Italian Government did not

Broad- 
cloths, worsteds, poplins, gabardines, 
cheviots, whipcords, serges and tweeds 
form the fabric basis of the suits.

“The coats for separate wear are to 
be long and on somewhat closer fitting 
lines. They will reveal fullness in the 
skirt portion -of the garment. Utility 
coats will be cut om loose and straighter 
lines. 

“The high buttoned convertible collar 
and set-in sleeves will be characteristic. 
The semi-kimono sleeve and belted ef- 
fects will be seen on many of the fav- 
orite models. Plushes, velours, velvet 
cords and novelty pile fabrics with fur 
trimming will be shown, while cheviots 
in a variety of weaves and novelties in 
plaii effects and tweeds wil make a 
strong bid for popularity.’’ 

The report continues: “It is gratify- 
ing to note that the thought of creat- 
ing styles in this country has impressed 
itself on the minds of the general 
public to such an extent that the public 
schools are encouraging pupils to take 
up various phases of this work and 
this movement is receiving the hearty 
support of the manufacturers of wom- 
en’s garments.”

In short the Italian Government may 
be obliged today or tomorrow to make 
war upon Aystria, because Austria has 
been allied to us too long—these 32 
years. It is sufficient to state the sit- 
uation thus, in order to understand how 
complicated, $pscure, and difficult it is. 
Since 1859, Italy has, perhops, never been 
in such grave and imminent peril. To- 
day, she pays not only for the mistake 
of having entered into an alliance with 
Austria and Germany in 1882, but for 
a mistake, perhaps more serious than 
the first, which her Government com- 
mitted within the last decade—that of 
not being aware that since 166 the 
Triple Alliance had changed its charac- 
ter, and from a league of peace had 
changed little by little into a league of 
aggression. 

Triple Alliance’s Influence Once Good 


While I think that Italy wdald have 
done better not to link her destiny with 
the two Germanic empires in 1882 or 
ever, I myself recognize, however, that 
at least from 1882 to 1900, the Triple al- 
liance had the merit of assuring peace 
to Burope In Germany the generation 
was governing which had fought the 
wars of 1866 and 1870, and was content 
to count its laurels, asking only to keep 
those gained by such good fortune, But 
after 1900, little by little, the publio 
spirit changed in Germany; a new gen- 
eration arose which knew not war, and 
which was full of pride and new ambi- 
tions, which dreamed of the glories and 
the gains of an active worldly policy. 


The question of Morocco, opened in 
190, is the first sign of this new Ger- 
many, in which warlike ambitions were 
reawakening. At the same time, Aus- 
tria, which had not succeeded in sup- 
pressing her internal broils by peace, 
began again to think of saving herself 
through war.

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gTY LEGISLATION 
WANTS OUTUNED 
BY CINE LEAGUE 


Vigorous Campaign for Pro- 
‘ gressive Laws Before Board 
of Aldermen Announced. 


That a vigorous campaign will be 
waged by civic organizations for the 
passage of progressive municipal leg- 
islation in the new Board of Alder- 
men was announced last week in & 
communication from the executive 
officers to the 2000 members of the 
Civic League The bills which will 
be pushed have been drafted or will 
be introduced through city officials 
and will be advocated jointly by rep- 
resentatives of the Civic League and 
other © organizations co-operating 
with [t. 4 

The bills specified by the league 
are: Regulating cheap lodging 
houses in the interest of publie 
health and safety; four bills for the 
improvement of public markets; reg- 
ulating wnsafe theaters; making the 
new milk-law effective by providing 
a bacteriologist and inspectors; cre- 


advertising posters upon public or 
private property without permission} 
a better ordinance in relation to zhe 
collection of garbage; providing for 
weed cutting to be done when neces- 
sary bythe city, the cost to be as- 
sessed against delinquent property own- 
ers; street tree planting by assessment 
against abutting property owners} 
new ordinance for thé abolition of 
the privy vaults; further regulation 
of noise; the regulation of roof signs; 
creation of a staff of visiting nurses} 
regulation of jitney busses in the in- 
terest of public safety and regulating 
picture shows in tents. 


Tvwvo Already Introduced. 
The bills providing for visiting 
nurses and the regulation of tent 


shows have already ben introduced. 

No action will be taker for the 
present looking to city regulation of 
the heating and ventilation of street 
cars In view of the recent order of 
the State Public Service Commission 
which becomes effective next Octo- 
ber. 

Much of the legisiation outlined has 
failed in the old Municipal Assembly. 
Half a dozen of the bills were blocked 
in elther the Council or the House of 
Delegates after passing the other body. 
It is expected that the new Board of 
Aldermen will deal with most of the 
bills promptly before the summer vaca- 
tion, which probably will begin in July. 

Active in Other Matters. 

Three other matters in which the 

Civic League is active at the present 


time are announced as follows: Fol- 
lowing carefully im every city depart- 
ment the working out of the new city 
charter, which is being done through 
half a dozen committees; framing a 
new system of nominating and electing 
the Mayor, Comptroller and Board of 


Aldermen, so as to do away with the 
control of professional politicians and 
national party politics in  municipa’ 
elections, and the development of neigh- 
borhood organization throughout the 
city by the use of the public schools 
as social centers. This work will be 


vigorously prosecuted even in the sum- 
mer months. 


NEW EDUCATIONAL FEATURES AT 


Additions te Foster Pissts of the 
Perennial and Annual Habits, 
With Beauty Trimmings. 

Among many recent improvements of 
the Missouri Botanical Garden are th 
“Linnean House Gatden” and the “‘For- 
mal Garden,” which are arranged alon: 
educational lines for’ the amateur gar 
dener and flower lover. 

The “Linnean House Garden” is sit- 
uated at the north end of the main gar- 
dens, and derives its name from thx« 
Linnean House, which is the central fea- 
ture. It might properly be called ar 
English garden of the type inclosed’ b: 
a wall. The garden is really three i: 
one—the “‘Perennial,’’ the “Annual” and 
the “‘Pools.”” The perennial is devoted 
entirely to plants of the character in- 
dicated, such as the columbine, the iris, 
the hollyhock, bleeding heart, peonies, 
sweet williams, garden pinks and other 
old favorites. English plants requiring 
special conditions, such as rock gar- 
dens and subtropical, will be admitted 
later. The annual garden will be de- 
voted exclusively to plants of the an- 
nual habit. It is the plan of the man- 
agement to have these gardens ulti- 
mately contain a large portion of the 
plants of their respective classes. 

The “Pools,”’ or middle garden, will b« 
occupied principally by brick wall poc! 
with limestone coping, devoted to tro) 
ical water plants, principally the Vi: 
toria and Urialia. Plants of br-llisi. 
hues will border the pools. 

The east and west walks of the Lin- 
nean Garden lead to two trellis summe: 
houses, the framework of which will be 
covered by vines of wistaria, clematis, 
tecoma and akebia. 

The formal, or Italian garden, as it 
may be called, since it depends large- 
ly upon exact symmetry, for effect, is 
located in the court formed by the new 
conservatory.

T is often said that the local 
| fisherman has no need to travel 

to some far country, having the 
best fishing in the world right here 
at home. I like to feel that this is 
so, and I think on good days it prob- 
ably is. When our local fish bite 
and there are a great many of them, 
the fishing here is as good as any I 
ever saw, and I doubt if it can be 


beaten anywhere. The only criticism 


one possibly could make of the sport 
hereabouts is the infrequency. with 
which the local fish bite. I know that 
in my own experience as a trout fish- 
erman I have always felt something 
must be said for the certainty of that 
sport. If one goes into the moun- 
tains and gives liberally of time and 
money to get trout, one gets them. At 
least that has been my experience, 
and I have whipped trout streams 


EERE 


from the Canadian border to the Rio 
Grande. So far as I know it is un- 
heard of for a fisherman of any skill 
to make those trips without getting 
anything. It is as if the fish appre- 
clated the compliment of one having 
gone to such pains to meet them. 

They are glad to bite, and they see 
to it that the’ fisherman fills his 
creel. 


It first struck me that fishing could 
be certain, like the clock stars and 
other fixed things, when I went fish- 
ing at Catalina. That insular resort 
off the Lower California coast is prob- 
ably the most famous fishing place in 
the world. There one meets fisher- 
men from not only all over the Unit- 
ed States, but from foreign countries 
as well. Not to catch anything would 


a 


be a feat. It would oceaston a stir 
around the Metropole Hotel, where 
the fishermen congregaté in the even- 
ing to exchange reminiscences of the 
day. To say that Smith had fished 
all day and gotten nothing would be 
to utter the incredible. Everybody 
would question Smith about his bait 
and his rig, and Smith doubtless 
would be regarded in the end as an 
expert who had contrived to catch 
nothing as a better proof of what 
he could do, perhaps, than if he had 
brought in seven or eight hundred 
pounds.

HIS is not readily understood

good sportsman gives his fish a 
chance. Here we shoot a fish if we 
cannot get it any other way, and 
gigging and dynamiting are favorite 
resorts. Not even the law, which 
seeks to regulate offensive fishing in 
Missouri, can keep it in bounds. The 
difference is that we care for the 
fish, whereas the people in the Tuna 
Club only care for the sport. 

The local fish are themselves at 
least partly to blame for this condi- 
tion. They bite with such harrow-

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ing uncertainty that when they do 
bite one wants to catch them all, and 
when they don’t one wants to get 
them the best one can. If local fish 
bit’ regularly and reliably, one could 
always get fish, and would not, there- 
fore, want to catch them all, as if 
making up in this way for the time 
when one does not get any. It goes 
without saying, too, that if they bit 
constantly, there would be no neces- 
sity either to shoot or gig-them. All 
the evils of offensive fishing in Mis- 
sourt have sprung out of the position 
in which the fish have put the fisher- 
man. A higher order of sportsman- 
ship goes with a higher order of sport. 
If we are always to have the same 
kinds of fish here that we have now, 
we shall always have the same kind 
of fishing.

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ADMIRALTY IS SCAPEGOAT 


Glowing Accounts of Operations 
of Fleet Succeeded by Of- 
ficial Reticence. 


LONDON, May 15.—What is happen- 
ing in the Dardanelles? This is a ques- 
tion which has been much asked of late 
and which has received little answer 
from the official information that has 
hitherto been issued. Considering the 
enormous difficulty of the operation 
this is perhaps natural enough, but pub- 
lic opinion, which at first undoubtedly 
formed an oversanguine expectation 
with regard to the smooth and rapid 
progress of clearing the straits and 
opening a way to Constantinople, has 
latterly grown restive. 

’ When Austen Chamberlain, speaking 

' at Birmingham warned the Government

NEW AND SOLIDLY. BUILT 


Metropolis of Courland Merely 
a Stepdaughter of Russia, Not 
a Blood Descendant. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Libau, 
cently reperted captured by the German 
invaders of the Russian Baltic prov- 
inces, where the Russian Kiel or Brook- 
lyn navy yards are located, is one of 
the important naval and commercial 
ports of the Czar’s kingdgm, and a city 


re- 


years has given an earnest of the re- 
markable future in store for the Mus- 
covite empire. It forms the subject of 
the study in war geography issued by 
the National Geographic Society. The 
@ketch of this prosperous port, as yet 
little known to Americans, reads: 

“TAbau is one of the first of Russia's 
neval bases, a strongly fortified port 
and a well-supplied arsenal. The Rus- 
sian Government completed the exten- 
five and powerful defensive works that 
inclose the port during 1893-1906. The 
harpor is north of the commercial har- 
‘bor, though the fortifications wete 
Planned to include both. The port is 
prepared to build, equip and commission 
haval fleets. 

“Russians know and have a pride in 
Libau for its military stren@th and for 
its commercial enterprise and progress. 
It is the metropolis of Courland, and, 
with its fleets enjoying free passage of 
the Baltic Sea, Libau has promise to 
become a Russian Bremen, or even a 
Russian Hamburg. It is the home port 
of many Atlantic and coast liners, and 
its fine breakwater, capacious harbor 
and up-to-date docking facilities give it 
splendid advantages in its competition 
with the cther ports of Russia. 

“The annual exports of Libeau total as 
high as $20,000,000, while its imports have 
soared well beyond $10,000.000. The lead- 
ing articles of export are oats, wheat, 
rye, butter, eggs, spirits, flax, linseed, 
oil-cake, pork, timber, horses and pe- 
troleum. A great part of the vast golden 
tonnage of butter from Siberia and the 
nearer interior that takés its Way into 
Great Britain, France and Germany aur- 
ing times of peace, went through Libau. 
Libau’s imports are mainly manufac- 
tured goods, ani modern Russia, de- 
manding the conveniences and sanitary 
necessities of the Western world, has 
been bringing stores of these things in 


““Millions of dollars have been ex. 
pended in the harbor development of 
the city, and just before the outbreak 
of the war the Government had under 
consideration plans for. expending 
many millions more for extensive im- 
provements. The railway connections 
of Libau are good, Moscow, Petrograd, 
Orel and Kharkov being bound to the 
port by adequate railways. 

“Side, by side with the commercial 
strength that the city has developed, 
there has been laid the foundatiorfs 
for a great industry. The establish- 
ment of an important naval station 
here has done much to encourage the 
industrial advance. Libau possesses 
Jarge modern factories for the manu- 
facture of explosives, machinery belts, 
sails, ropes and iron products. It has 
other important factories for the pro- 
duction of colors, furniture, matches, 
agricultural machinery, tin plate, to- 
bacco products, as well as works, 
Sawmills, of] mille, linoleum 
factories and flour mills. 

A Selidly Built City. | 

“In appearance Libau is new and 
is also solidly successfyl. It is built 
of stone, with fine gardens, and laid 
out in wide streets. The town is an- 
gular, or Anglo-Saxon’ and German 
in cut rather than Slav; indeed, there 
are few evidences to the characteris- 
tic Slavonic in its architecture. The 
steep gables, the square and dill- 
gently proportioned lines of the Ger- 
man building are everywhere visible, 
there being little of the fanciful of the 
Slavonic builder, of the upturned, 
onion-shaped towers and other maze 
of florid complexities of Slavonic ar- 
chitectural composition. 

“As in the case of,other Baltic ait- 
ies, Libau is merely a stepdaughter 
of Russia, not @ bloodd esendant. Its 
population of some 70,000 is German! 
Jewish, Lithuanian, with just a small 
sprinkling of Russian administrators. 
Before the war, the street signs of 
the city were In.German, Russian and 


“Canals, jammdéd&i with shipping, 
added life to the city before the war. 
Libau has been popular as a fashion- 
able seaside resort among the Rus- 
sians, and many Germans from the 
neighboring German provinces havo 
followed in increasing numbers each 
summer in the wake of their Russian 
neighbors. 

“The city was held by the Order of 
the Brethren of the Sword for a long 
‘me. In 1701 tt was captured by 
Charies XI! of Sweden, and passed to 
Russia with Courland tn 1798.”

RUMANIA'S ENTRY 2 


ernment Waiting, but People 
P Decidedly Pro-Ally. 


By Karl H. von Wiegand. 


A Staff Correspondent of the Post-

BUCHAREST, May 7, via courier to 
The Hague.—Rumania is continuing to 
adhere to its policy of watchful waiting 
and armed neutrality. 


The Government is still hesitating to 
begin hostilities against Hungary, de- 
spite the violent agitation and the goad- 
ing by the clamor of the opposition par- 
ty, headed by Jonescu and Filpescu, 
who are attempting to overturn the 
present Liberal Ministry. I have talked 
with diplomats, bankers and political 
leaders, all of whom seem agreed that 
Rumania cannot remain neutral and few 
doubt but what it will go against Hun- 
gary. None, however, hazard the “pre- 
diction when. 

Uninfluenced by the agitation of Fil- 
epscu and Jonescu, the latter of whom 
in an editorial in his paper, La Rouma- 
nie, says: “Any nation capable of play- 
ing the role of neutrality in such a his- 
toric moment as today has no further 
right of existence,” the Government is 
maintaining an attitude of cool deliber- 
ation and awaiting developments. The 
principal financial targets are having 
an unhappy time. 

500,000 Men Available. 

In view of the probable entrance into 
the war, the Rumanian army is of in- 
terest. Although it is often stated here 
that Rumania can put 800,000 men in the 
field, I am informed by authoritative 
sources that the army does not exceed 
500,600. It consists of five army corps, 
52 battalions of 60,000 each and five re- 
serve divisions of 15,000 each, aside from 
which there are 100,000 landstrum mili- 
tia. 

With.the exception of three batteries 
of lb-centimeter howitzers and four bat- 
teries of mountain guns, the artillery is 
wholly of Krupp manufacture, consist- 
ing of 600 modern field guns, 120 how- 
itzers and 460 German machine guns. 
There is a great divergence of opinion 
among the foreign observerS as to the 
value and efficiency of the army. Some 
are apt at first to be prejudiced by the 
gorgeous, showy uniforms seen in Bu- 
charest, but the new greenish outfit it 
makes a businesslike impression. Such 
as I have seen of the peasant soldiery 
are capable of great endurance. The 
few requirements will be largely a ques- 
tion of leadership. 

War Would Be Bitter. 

Bucharest is the gayest, liveliest cap- 
ital in Europe today. 

The feeling on both sides of the border 
is so bitter that a Rumanian-Austrian 
and an Italian-Austrian war promises 
to be more relentless and merciless of 
the great conflict by the side of which 
East Prussia and Belgium will be hu- 
manitarian. 

There is a war tax of 1 cent on letters, 
4 cents on all bills and receipts, includ- 
ing restaurant checks and all checks 
for purchases; 2 per cent on telegrams 
and 30 on railroad tickets. By a law 
passed, corporations and stock com- 
panies must continue paying employes 
full wages while in the army, the law 
reading that an employe drafted tn the 
army has the choice between the con- 
tinuance of his salary or the pay of a 
soldier, which is 2 cents a day. As a 
majority of the corporations are foreign 
and only nominally Rumanian, many 
discharged employes are liable for the

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Filipescu are agitating the fall of the 
Government and recklessly urging that 
Rumania not wait upon Italy, Ru- 
mania’s entrance into the war, accord- 
ing to men with whom I talked, is de- 
pendent largely on one of four things— 
the fall of Constantinople, Italy declar- 
ing war, Bulgaria’s attitude, which is 
not yet clear, and Russian success in 
the Carpathians, which now is elimi- 
nated for some time, although Jonescu 
and Filepscu are endeavoring to dis- 
count the German-Austrian report of 
success by asserting it is exaggerated 
or untrue. 

No Guarantees From Entente. 

From what I learned Rumania has not 
yet positive guarantees from the Triple 
Entente that the Entente will back up 
the peace conference claims to such ter 
ritory as Rumania may conquer and oc- 
cupy. Without such guarantees the 
Government is not likely to join the 
allies. 
Like Prince von Ruelow in Rome, 
Baron Hilman von Dem Bussche-Had- 
denhausen, formerly in Washington and 
one of the most capable of the German 
diplomats, has a well-nigh impossible 
task here, not having been sent until the 
situation was practically lost for the 
Germans. One can hardly speak a pub- 
lic opinion in Rumania, but such as ex- 
ist in Bucharest unquestionably are 
loyalty and anti-Austro-Hungarian, 
which is being intensified by agitation 
resulting in the expression of fears that 
the Government’s hand may be forced 
by riots. The sentiment is strongty pro- 
allies with few uninfluential exceptions. 
The press is wholly against Austria and 
Germany. 

The King, as yet a somewhat unknown 
factor, has been a model of neutrality 
and extremely reserved. Even his in- 
timates evidently do not know what he 
will do when a decision for war is put 
before him, but he hasn’t the influence 
of King Carol, who, with ex-Minister 
Carp, walked out of a crown counc!i! 
with a threat to abdicate if Rumania 
went to war with Germany, with whom 
he had an alliance for 30 years. 

In Berlin I heard that Ferdinand had 
made a similar threat, but it is not 
credited here and there seems to be 
Nttle ground to believe that Ferdinand 
will go to the extremes Of his predeces- 
sor or the King of Greece.

The corner stone of the Westminster 
Presbyterian Church, Delmar and Union 
boulevards, was laid yesterday after- 
noon, with services conducted by the 
pastor, the Rev. John F. Cannon, the 
Rev. 8.

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BRISCOE TO RACE. 


That Benjamin Briscoe, president

‘YELLOWSTONE PARK TO 
OPEN TO AUTOMOBILES 


The Department of Interior will 
permit automobiles to enter Yellow- 
stone National Park on and after 
Aug. 1, 1915, under appropriate rules 
and regulations. These rules and reg- 
ulations are now being formulated, 
but will not be available for genepal 
distribution until some, time next 
month. ‘ 

The Goodrich National Touring Bu- 
reau has prepared route descriptiong 
from all points of the country to Yel- 
lowstone, entering either via Cody on 
the east side or Gardiner at the North 
Gate, or via Pocatello-and, the west 
gate. All regular traffic in the Park 
will be required to move in one gen- 
eral direction in making a circuit of 
the park, the automobiles leaving be- 
fore the stages, both morning and 
evening, from the different entrances 
or from intermediate stations inside 
of the park. Schedules on which the 
machines will be required to run will 
constitute a part of the regulations.

crease in the production of gasoline, 
which the Rittman discovery seems to 
assure, the cost of motor fuel should 
proportionately decrease. It therefore 
seems certain that we will have 8 or 
9 cent gasoline, which means an im- 
mense aggregate saving to the motorists 
of America. 

“And yet this reduction will, more 
than anything else, emphasize the com- 
parative unimportance to the individual 
owner Of fuel cost. While it will re- 
move the only plausrple argument that 
makers of underweight cars have been 
able to advance, it will turn the atten- 
tion of the prospective buyer, who 
rightly looks for an economical car, to 
the really important maintenance items 
of repairs and depreciation. 

“The decision in the broken wheel 
case seems to settle one thing—that the 
assembler of a car is not necessarily 
responsible in damages for an accident 
due to a defective part manufactured 
by someone else. If this is sound, the 
purchaser of an assembled car must look 
to a great many different concerns for 
safe and satisfactory operation of his 
automobile.

NEW TRUCK GEAR DRIVE 


More than twenty-five manufacturers 
of motor trucks in the United States 
are now using internal gear drive rear 
axles on experimental trucks with a 
view to the adoption of this form of 
drive for their standard product. This 
fact was brought out during the motor 
truck convention held in Detroit re- 
cently. Some manufacturers of trucks 
were frank enough to say that they 
have passed to the stage where their 
experiments have ended and the an- 
nouncement of their conversion to the 
internal gear drive merely awaits the 
completion of their first stock models 
in order that they may be ready to 
make deliveries coincident with their 
first advertising.

STARTER UPKEEP LIGHT 
WHEN CAR RUNS AT LOW 


“It is surprising to learn how 
little it costs to operate the electrical 
system of an automobile,’’ states L. E. 
Newell of the Newell Motor Car Co., 
listributer of the Haynes Light Six. 

“At speeds around 15 miles per 
hour the extra amount of gasoline 
required to furnish the power con- 
sumed by the generator is so small 
as to be negligible. The additional 
cost at this speed is less than 1 per 
cent.

pending, of course, upon the individ- 
ual system used. 

“The six-volt system is In use on 
85 per cent of the cars now being 
built. The maximum current output 
of the generator comes usually at 
speeds near 20 miles per hour and 
reaches from 15 to 16 amperes. These 
conditions would give a maximum 
output of 96 watts, or practically 
one-eighth horsepower. 

“The average losses of power itn a 
generator of the type commonly used 
is 60’ per cent. Considering these 
losses, the power taken from the en- 
gine toedrive the generator is 1384 
watts or a little less than one-sixth 
horsepower. 

“One-sixth horsepower !{s'a very 
small amount as compared to the 
total output of the motor. The cost 
to produce it is proportionately less. 

"In taking a 100-mile trip with a 

r giving about 18 miles to the gal- 
lon of gasoline, the cost of six gallons 
of 18-cent gasoline would be 78 cents. 
The cost for operating the electrical 
system alone would be a little less 
than three cents, considering three 
per cent of the motor power being 
used in the generator.”

TYPHUS TO GO AS TYPHOID HAS, 
SAYS. SURGEON-GEN, GORGAS 


Important Part of Campaign Against 
It in Servia Is Return of Families 
to Farms, He Declares. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Prediction 
that typhus as a menace to armies 
will disappear just as typhoid fever 
has done was made today by Sur- 
geon-General Gorgas of the United 
States army, who has been offered 
the post of commander in chief of tha 
sanitary forces in Servia under the 
Rockefeller Foundation. He said it 
remained only to show by actual ex- 
perience the right amount of anti- 
toxine to administer. 

The campaign against typhus in 
Servia, Gen. Gorgas declared, might 
cost only a few hundred thousand 
dollars'or it might run into millions, 
depending on the progress made. 

One of the most necessary moves, 
he pointed out, wus the return of the 
families, now held in congested dis- 
tricts, to their farms. With the peo- 
ple distributed over a larger area, 
he said, the problem became only that 
of the extermination of the germ- 
bearing vermin.

Newark Young Man With Bullets 
Seals Agreement Never to 
Be Parted. 


FEAST BEFORE DEATH 


Couple Who Were Married Last 
August Die Kneeling 
Together. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 15.—In what 
seemed to have been the fulfilment of 
an agreement never to be separated 
from her again, Harold H. Ault of 233 
Meeker avenue, Newark, shot and killed 
his 2-year-old wife in the St. Regis 
Hotel today. A second bullet through 


his own brain killed him. 

Married Aug. 25 last, the Aults part- 
ed for the first time three weeks ago, 
when the 19-year-old husband went to 
Havana. He came home Thursday 
morning, after having both cabled and 
telegraphed his wife to meet him at 
the McAlpin. She did not, because his 
absence had made her ill and she had 
been in bed since Monday. 

Thursday night and Friday morning 
the young couple devoted to making 


their pact, whatever the reason may 
have been. They ¢: to New York, 


and early in the afternoon, took a room 
with an alcove and bath on the Fifth 
avenue side of the St. Regis. Soon aft- 
er their arrival Ault. went to the bar- 
ber shop and asked that his hair be 
cut and he be shaved, massaged and 
manicured as speedily as possible, be- 
cause his father was to arrive at 65 
o'clock, 


“I Will Die for Him.” 

Upstairs, Mrs. Ault called for’‘a maid 
and had her hair dressed. As she sat 
under the deft fingers of the young 
woman she began to cry, her eyes turn- 
ing again and again to a letter that lay 
open on the dressing table at which she 
sat. The maid recalled today that she 
had caught in this letter the words: ‘I 
married him. I love him. I will dle 
for him.’’ 

When the maid's work was done Mrs. 
Ault put the letter in its envelope, 
sealed it and asked the servant to 
mall it, adding: ‘‘But don’t let my hus- 
band know I’ve done this.”’ 

At 7° o’clock the “Aults came down- 
stairs for dinner. The boyish husband 
was in dinner jacket; the wife in a sheer 
waist of yellow silk and a skirt of pea- 
cock blue. They ordered with a good 
deal of consideration and spent two 
hours eating their meal. Soon after 
8 o’clock they returned to their room 
and at midnight telephoned for a waiter 

From him they ordered a quart of 
champagne, chicken sandwiches and two 
packages of cigarettés. 

“Seems Dreadfully Nervous.” 

Karly this afternoon a woman who 
said she was Miss Wells of Syracuse, 
who seems to have been the perspn to 
whom the letter mailed by the maid 
was addressed, called by telephone for 
Mrs. Ault. No answer came from the 
room, and when Missa Wells had been 
told this she asked to speak to the man- 
ager. Assistant Manager O. C. Breslin 
replied and Miss Wells said to him: 

“T think these young folk ought to be 


looked after. Mrs. Ault seems dread- 
fully nervous.” 
Breslin himself went to the Aults 


room, and when no answer came to his 
repeated rappings he sent for Police- 
man Wallace. The house carpenter was 
called, too, when it was found the door 
could not be opened and it was taken 
from its hinges. Then it was found the 
chiffonier had. been placed against it. 

With her arms folded on the counter- 
pane and with her head resting on 
them, Mrs. ‘Ault knelt beside the bed, 
facing the door. She was fully dressed, 
and the first glance of the policeman 
showed that a bullet had torn its way 
from her right temple to the base of 
her skull behind her left ear. The flat- 
tened bullet lay on the floor near the 
window. 

Knelt Side by Side. 

Ault lay on his back on the floor, close 
beside his wife. A bullet had gone 
through his head in just such a way as 
that which killed his wife, and from the 
position of his body, it seemed that the 
two had knelt side by side, the shock 
of the bullet toppling him over back- 
ward. 

Under the bed, and close by Ault’s 
hand, lay a 38-caliber revolver, two cart- 
ridges of which had been discharged. 
The position of Mrs. Ault’s body left 
no doubt that her husband had fired 
both shots, for her head rested on her 
right wrist, which lay across the left. 

On the dressing table and the chiffo- 
nier were evidences of the manner in 
which the last evening of the young peo- 
ple had been spent. Seven letters lay 
there, all written in one hand, which 
was that, apparently, of Ault himself. 

The open ones gave directions how to 
notify friends. The others were to rela- 
tives and friends.

Urged by Senator Casey. 

Senator Mike Casey, Democratic floor 
leader in the Senate of which Lie.t.- 
Gov. Painter was the presiding office: 
and Sam B. Strother, public administrz- 
tor of Jackson County, came herve to 
obtain a parole for Corbett, 

The Corbett parole was issued tn di- 
rect violation of a rule of the Pasdun 
Board which is that no convict shall 
be paroled until he has served at leust 
nine months of his term. .The Poard 
refused to consider the Corbett paryl 
because of this rule. Corbett begaa 
serving his sentence Oct. 29, 1914. 

Friday, Lieut. Gov. Painter paroled 
William 8S. Ferguson, a St. Louis con- 
vict, who bad served lee« than a year 
of a five-year sentence for embezzle- 
ment. The parole of Ferguson was 
not recommended by the Pardon 
Board, but was granted on the res- 
ommendation of Morton Jourdan, a 
warm friend of Lieut.-wov. Painter, 
and Judge Glendy B. Arnold and 8t. 
Louis politicians. 

Contrary to Govertor’s Practice, 

The practice inaugurated by Lieut. 
Gov. Painter of exercising executive 
clemency without the recommenda- 
tion of the board is contrary to the 
practice of Gov. Major, who has 
steadfastly refused to be interviewed 
by persons seeking paroles or par- 
dons, referring all to the Pardon 
Board. 

In an exceptional case, Gov. Major 
granted a parole not recommended 
by the board when new evidence was 
submitted to him indicating that the 
man was innocent of the crime for 
which he had been imprisoned. 

Members of the Pardon Board re- 
fused to discuss Lieut. Gov. Painter’s 
action in granting paroles without 
recommendation from them. 

“Hea is* the Governor of Missouri.” 
said R. B. Noel, chairman of the 
Board, “and it is not for us to say 
whom he shall parole. We were ap- 
pointed to act in an advisory ¢a- 
pacity, but the law places the power 
solely in-the hands of the Chief Ex- 
ecutive.” 

Weisman Bond Remission, 

The Sam Weisman bond remitter of 
$1h00 was made over the protest of Cir- 
cult Attorney Harvey of St. Louis, who 
wrote a letter about it to the acting 
Governor, and of Assistant Circuit Attor- 
rey Baer, who came here to resist the 
application. Both of them informed the 
Lieutenant Governor that Gov. Major 
had definitely refused to remit the 
bend. 

Weisman was surety on the bond of 
Harry Lacker, a notorious pickpocket, 
who, after giving leg bail in St. Louis, 
went to West Virginia, where he got 
into trouble with the authorities and 
was sent to prison.

Germans Sorry for Loss of Life.

I have not 
mentioned the subject with the many 
to whom I have talked in an effort | 
to ascertain the state of the public 
mind but what they expressed unaf- 
fected sorrow. However, all invari- 
ably came back at me with that sin- 
gle plaint: “England would starve 
every one of our children if she had 
her way.” 

With the contents of President 
Wilson’s note unknown to the public 
it is impossible to forecast the prob- 
able answer, except that I am assured 
in all quarters that it vill in no way 
affect or alter Germany’s submarine 
warfare against England.

Separation of Traffic Planned, 
One which was given serious thought 


was a proposal to refuse clearance to 
belligerent ships carrying munitions of 
war or absolute contraband if they 
also carried passengers. This would in- 
volve no embargo, but a separation of 
passenger and contraband traffic. 

The United States stands firmly on 
the legal right of its citizens to travel 
on any ships and believes its position is 
indisputable. Germany, however, holds 
that this has become @ debatable ques- 
tion on account of changed conditions, 
and if the two classes of ocean-going 
traffic were separated. submarines 
would direct their attention to contra- 
band ships alone. 

The objection to this, however, in the 
opinion of some officials, ws that the 
plan still would not provide for the hu- 
mane treatment which international law 
prescribes for the crew of a vessel 
carrying tontraband and making ro re- 
gitance to visit and search or any at- 
tempt to run a blockade. 

To torpedo without warning, or even 
to give time, for the crew of a vessel 
carrying contraband to get into small 
boats, it was pointed out, would leave 
them to the mercy of the high seas un- 
less a big boat happened to be nearby. 
This is the position taken in the Amer- 
ican note and some ofgcials doubted 
whether there would be any concessions 
on this point, for it involved the princi- 
ple of humanity for which the United 
States has taken so vigorous a stand. 

Merchantmen May Be Armed. 

Another suggestion which was widely 
discussed by officials was the possible 
announcement by the allies that some 
of their merchant ships would be armed 


hereafter. Merchant ships of any na- 


tionality, according to a ruling from the 
State Department early in the war, 
h. ve the right to carry guns not large: 
than six-inch caliber ‘for defensive pur-

Out of these phases of the question 
there was belief in diplomatic quarters, 
however, that some solution of the 
questions involved eventually would be 
reached without any repetition in the 
meantime of such a disaster as befell 
the Lusitania, 

Press Attitude Awaited. 

The administration is waiting im- 
patiently to receive advices of the 
manner in which the President's posi- 
tion is handled by the German press. 
It is believed that German public 
opinion may have much to do with 
the Kaiser's final decision. 

If plecemeal extracts of the note 
were pubiushed in Germany, it is ar- 
gued, the first impression given the 
public would be calculated to arouse 
an anti-American feeling of great po- 
tentialities. It is assumed that if 
only sections of the note were sent 
to Germany they would represent the 
most severe portions of the note and 
would make no reference to the com- 
plimentary allusions which President 
Wilson made to Germany. 

There are two well-defined sets of 
opinion in Washington converning 
Germany's answer. 

In administration circles, among 
the officials who are close to the 
White House, there is an optimistic 
feeling. These officials appear to 
believe that the Kaiser will not flatly 
tvfuse to meet the President's demands. 

Some of their optimism also ap- 
pears to be based upon Information 
that has been received within the 
last 24 hours, that Austria will b= 
unwilling to break the peace with 
America, her friend of more than 100 
years’ standing, in order to support 
a barbarous policy of her ally. 

This element in the equation is con 
sidered highly important because of 
the attitude of Pope Benedict, who 
bas great influence at Vienna, and 
who stands as the leader in the prop. 
aganda for the restoration of peace 
throughout the world. 

The other well defined opinion is 
highly pessimistic. It is held by m>m. 
bers of the diplomatic corps, who know 
‘the Germans and their intentions, -an4 
also by American army officers.

But 
it is more than likely that the Cunard 
Line, in whose service she is runnine, 
has sent her by the presumably safe 
course around the North of Ireland and 
that she will put in at Glasgow tomor- 
row. 

The American liner Philadelphia, 
which left here for Liverpool a day 
after the Transylvania, reported that 
she would arrive in Liverpool at 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning, accordin: to 
cable from there. Her location was no: 
given in the message and the time it 
was recuived was withheld The Phila- 
delphia is a much faster vessel than the 
Transylvania.

White Star Liner Adriatic, the largest 
vessel now left in the Atlantic service, 
sailed from here for New York, a 
large quantity of lumber was strewn 
about her hurricane deck both fore and 
aft to provide floating material in case 
she is sunk by a German submarine.

Insurance agents did a big business in- 
suring against the loss of luggage, 
charging a premium of 8 shillings for 
5, which was equivalent to offering 
odds of 100 to 3 that the ship would not 
be sunk. 


Crew Wants Higher Pay. 
Although she cleared from here on 


Thursday, the Adriatic did not leave 
the mouth of the Mersey until 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, % hours after she left 
the landing stage. The reason for her 
being held up was that a number of 
her engine-room crew were missing. A 
full crew was obtained today. 

According to the men, they wanted 
more “danger money” or higher pay 
and insurance for the members of their 
families, and they alleged their requests 
were refused.

German-Americans Had At- 
tached Great Weight to 
His Utterances.

Bernstorff, the German Ambassador, 
today personally confirmed to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent the report that 


Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, who frequently 
has been referred to as the unofficial 
representative of Kaiser Wilhelm in this 
country, has decided to leave the United 
States. In discussing the report Ambas- 
sador Bernstorff said: 

“Dr. Dernburg has decided of his own 
free will and volition to leave the United 
States. Dr, Dernburg is a commissioner 
of the German Red Cross and a private 
citizen. His decision to leave ~the 
United States was voluntary and with- 
out suggestion from the Embassy of 
the German Government. The fact that 
Dr. Dernburg came to this country on 
the same ship with me and is my per- 
sonal friend has no bearing whatever 
on the matter.”’ 

Declines to Comment on Note, 

Ambassador Bernstorff declined to 
comment in any way on the note ad- 
dresed by President Wilson to the Ger- 
man Government. 

‘There is nothing I can say,” he said. 
“I must remain silent until instructed 
‘by the German Government to speak. 
I cannot discuss any phase of the situa- 
tion. I have not said a ‘wore and shall 
not do so.’ 

The Ambassador -.smiled when asked 
whether he had received any more 
threats that the Embassy would be 
blown up. 

“T have had so many shocks during 
the past 10 months that a threat that 
I would be blown up or killed in any 
other way no longer would disturb me,” 
he said. 

The decision of Dr. Dernburg to leave 
the country was hailed with delight in 
official quarters here. Just when he 
plans to go or where he intends to go 
could not be learned at the German 
Embassy or elsewhere. The belief ap- 
pears to be that,he will sail for Cuba 
or South America. 

Dr. Dernbure’s activity in this coun- 
try since the outbreak of the war has 
been observed closely by officials from 
President Wilson down. High officicis 
came to believe in the last week that a | 
continuation of Dr. Dernburg’s speeches | 
and statements might, in the event Of 
a critical turn in our relations with 
Germany, menace the domestic welfare 
of the country. 

Dernburgc Former Secretary. 

While it has been formally and re- 
peatedly denied by officials of the Ger- 
man Embassy and by Dr. Dernburg 
that he has any official status in this 
country, the fact that he formerly was 
Colonial Secretary in the Berlin Foreign 
Office has caused German-Americans in 
the United States to attach official 
weight to his utterané@s, 

lf Dr. Dernburg desires to return to 
Germany the question of his departure 
will depend largely on obtaining assur- 
ances from the British and French Gov- 
ernments, through the mediation of the 
State Department, for his immunity from 
detention on the high seas.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The diplo- 
matic map of: the earth would be 
changed completely during the next few | 
weeks if the Kaiser should decide to 

defy President Wilson. 

Today this city is the diplomatic cap- 
ital of the world, because through 
Washington passed the trunk line that 
connects the great warring capitals of 
Europe. 
Washington would be isolated and the 
great interchange of diiplomacy affect- 
ing the world would be shifted to Spain 
and Latin capitals. Madrid, Buenos 
Aires, Rio Janeiro and Santiago would 
take over the* great trunk lines. In 
other words, South America would forge 
forward and play a tremendous part 
in remaking the world’s map. 

If this condition arises second-class 
Powers will handle the situation and 
second-class Powers will play a potent 
part in the making of peace. 

Officials of the State Department 
are looking forward to the possibility of 
the greatest break in diplomatic rela- 
tions that the world has witnessed since 
Napoleon defied Europe. There is @ 
strong feeling at the State Department 
that if the United States is com- 
pelled to withdray from its pre- 
eminent position on the diplomatic 
chart this Government will ask the 
A. B. C. Powers of South America— 
Argentine, Brazil and Chile—to repre- 
sent the United States at Berlin, 
Vienna and Constantinople. 

U. S&S. Representing Great Powers. 

Today the American diplomatic corps 
is doing more active work’ of vital im- 
portance than all of the other foreign 
representatives in Europe. American 
ambass and ministers are repre- 
senting all the great Powers with the 
exception of Italy. 

At London Ambassador Walter Hines 
Page of New York is representing Aus- 
tro-Hungary and Turkey. 

At Paris Ambassador William G. Sharp 
of Ohio is representing Austro-Hungary, 
Germany, Turkey, Guatemala and Nica- 
ragua. He is also in charge of the ar- 
chives of the British, Japanese and Ser- 
ian Governments, which were sealed 
with the American colors when the Ger- 
man army approched the French capita] 
on Sept. 3. 

At Vienna Ambassador Frederick 
Courtland Penfield of Philadelphia rep- 
resents Great Britain, France and Japan. 
The Spanish Ambassador represents 
Servia at the Viennese court. 

At Petrograd Ambassador George T. 
Marye of California is representing Aus- 
tria and Germany. 

At Berlin Ambassador James W. Ge- 
rard of New York is representing Great 
Britain, Japan and Servia. The Spanish 
Ambassador represents France. 4 

At Constantinople Ambassador Henry 
Morganthau of New York represents 
Great Britain, France, Belgium, Servia 
and Switzerland. 

At Tokio Ambassador Guthrie of Pitts- 
burg represents Germany and Austria. 

In Belgium Minister Brand Whitlock 
of Toledo represents the interests of 
Austria, Germany, Great Britain, Japan, 
Servia and Denmark. 

At Bucharest Minister Charles J. Vo- 
picka represents Germany and Austria. 

System Would Collapse. 

Should the United States be compelled 
to withdraw Ambassadors from Berlin, 
Vienna and Constantinople, the entire 
system of interchange with London, 
Paris, Belgium, Bucharest and Tokio 
would collapse, and in addition Wash- 
ington would be cut from direct com- 
munication with these capitals. 

Because of the strong feelings enter- 
tained by the people of the Scandinavian 
countries and Holland and of the vital 
interests which they have in the result 
of the war, it is improbable that any of 
the belligerents would ask these Gov- 
ernments to take the place of the Amer- 
ican Ambassadors and Ministers. The 
same conditions apply to Italy. 

It is believed that France would 
immediately place all of her affairs in 
the hands of the Spanish foreign of- 
fice and that some of the other bel- 
ligerents might follow her example. 

There is a well-defined opinion that 
President Wilson would look to the 
three large republics of South Amer- 
ica to take charge of the American 
embassies that might be affected. It 
is believed here that the President 
would take this opportunity to bind 
more closely the republics of this 
hemisphere by giving them a place of 
signal honor and responsibility in the 
affairs of the world. 


Would Turn to Them. 

Just as the President accepted their 
offer of mediation in Mexico, after 
Huerta refused to salute the flag, it 
is believed that he would now turn to 
them to serve America. 

If this situation should arise it is 
believed here that the Latin Americas 
would accept as another evidence of 
the President’s desire to establish 
the most harmonious relations be- 
tween all the countries on this hem!- 
sphere.

He had been ashore probably half an 
hour before the guests at the Chamber- 
lain Hotel heard of it.

The President paid a brief visit to 
Fortress Monroe on his return from 
the links. There were no salutes, no 
drills in his honor. He made no state- 
ment beyond saying he spent a pleasant 
afternoon. While the President was 
ashore, the Mayflower steamed up to 
Norfolk and Mrs, Sayre, the President's 
daughter, and several others in her 
party, came ashore for an hour.

a word of warning ‘lest we forget’ to 
those who may feel inclined to rest too 
secure on this visible and outward dis- 
play of our strength and at the same 
time to speak a word of promise and 
cheer to those who, perhaps, have 
looked upon the task that still lies be- 
fore us in our effortS to reach as near 
as possible to perfection. 

Navy Not Good Enough. 

‘Our navy is good; it is not good 
enough. (‘With your help, as long as I 
am secretary of the navy we will all 
try to make.it better. The navy is 
strong: it is not strong enough. With 
the help of the whole American people, 
with the help of a congress and an ad- 
ministration thoroughly committed to 
the policy of ‘taking leave to be strong 
upon the seas,’ we will make it stronger.

Dewey, president of the General Board 
of the Navy for the last 15 years, sent 
a letter to a banquet of the officers of 
the Atlahtic fleet here tonight, in which 
he said- that “the efficiency of the fleet 
has steadily progressed and has never 
been so high as it is today.” The let- 


ter was read by Secretary Daniels. 
“The people of New York have just 
cause for pride in the fleet now as- 
sembled in their harbor,’”’ wrote Ad- 
miral Dewey. “Not only is it composed 
of the finest and most efficient warships 
that we have ever had, but it is not ex- 
celled except in size, by the fleet of 
any nation in the world; our officers are 
as good as any; and our enlisted men 
are superior in training, education, pky- 
sical develcpment and devotion to duty, 
to those of any one navy. As president 
of the General Board for the last li 
years I can say with abjsolute confi- 
dence that the efficiency of the fleet 
has steadily progressed and has never 
been so high as it is today. 

“However, we need more ships, more 
officers, and more men, and should con- 
tinue the wise policy of increasing the 
size of our navy, which must remain 
our first and best line of defense. This 
defense, unless adequate, is impotent: 
and adequacy is not reached until the 
navy is strong enough to meet on equal 


marine flotilla exists chiefly on pa- 
per; that fast scout cruisers, battle 
cruisers, aeroplanes, mine layers, 
supply ships and transports are lack- 
ing and that target practice has been 
neglected or altogether omitted.” 

“If the gentlemen who signed the 
above libel of the navy had known the 
real truth their signatures would never 
have been appended.

that the supply of munitions is vast- 
ly larger than ever before and that 
the capacity of our plants has been 
practically doubled; that the last 
Congress authorized a naval reserve 
which is in process of organization; 
that we have 74 submarines author- 
ized, built or building, which are the 
equal of those of any other country, 
and that one flotilla of submarines 
has just completed a remarkable 
long-distance run; that we recognize 
the need for more fast, light cruisers; 
that we have lately ordered eight 
aeroplanes and a dirigible out of $1,- 
000,000 specially appropriated by the 
last Congress for aviation; that with- 
in the last two years the navy's mine 
equipment has been more than 
doubled; that we are adding yearly to 
our force of auxiliaries; while more 
time had been devoted this year to 
target practice and maneuvers than 
in many years past. We are proud of 
our navy as it is. We are resolved 
to give our co-operation in making 
it better and greater.”

CLAYTON ACT IS DYNAMITE FOR 
UNION LABOR, LAWYER ASSERTS 


Federal I[adustrial Commission to 
Continue Inquiry Into Relations 
of Labor and Law. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The Federal 
Industrial Commission failed today to 
conclude its inquiry into the relations of 
labor and the law, as had teen expected. 
Three important witnesses, Clarence 8. 
Darrow, labor attorney; Walter Drew, 
chief coungel for the National Hrectors’ 
Association, and James A. Emary, coun- 
sel for the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, will appear on Monday. 

John D. Rockefeller Jr. and members 
of his staff, who had been expected to 
appear Monday for examination as to 
correspondence submitted to the com- 
mission since the former appearance of 
Rockefeller, will be heard later. 

Daniel Davenport, counsel for the 
American Anti-beycott Association, and 
Thomas Spelling, formerly counsel for 
the American Federation of Labor, criti- 
ciged the Clayton act, recently passed, 
and declared it would in no way relieve 
labor from its disadvantages at law. 

“I would say,” Spelling declared, ‘‘that 
union labor not only got a lemon, but 
got dynamite in this act. measure 
bars the way to labor freedom.” 

Davenport and Spelling engaged in a 
joint discussion of the Sherman and 
Clayton acts, which grew so highly tech¢ 
nical and argumentative that the com- 
missioners called a halt.

POWDER AND ARMS 
PLANTS READY FOR 
ANY EMERGENCIES 


Enormous Increase in Production 
in. United States Since 
European War Began. 


U. S.. HAS FIRST CALL 
Navy Officials Not Apprehensive 
as to Ability of Manufac- 


turers to Supply Demand. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Since the 
European war began there hus been an 
enormous increase in the production of 
powdeg, minor-caliber shells and small 
arms and gmail arms ammunition in 
this country. In the event that fhe 
United States should be drawn into war 
the plants which are turning out im- 
mense quantities of powder, shells and 
ammunition would be available for sup- 
plying the needs of the Government. 

Before the war started the principal 
small arms factories in this country 
reported a capacity of 60,000,000 rounds 
per month, which, according to mili- 
tary authorities, is a relatively small 
volume. This, in turn, was limited _to 
eight or nine months ago by the amcunt 
of powder available for small arms, cut- 
ting down the attual capacity of small 
arms plants to approximately 30,000,000 
rounds per month, which would be 
wholly inadequate in the event of war. 

Large orders from the European 
belligerents, however, have greatly stim- 
ulated both the. manufacture of powder 
and small arms ammunition, as well as 
shells for the smaller caliber guns. 
Orders for big gun ammunition, appar- 
ently, have been insufficient to cause a 
very large increase in the manufacture 
in this country of this class of ammu- 
nition. 

Big Gun Probiem ‘Leas Serious, 

However, big gun ammunition Sas 
been a much less troublesome problem 
to army and navy experts in the United 
States than ammunition for so-called 
“minor caliber’ guns. 

Ordnance experts of the army and 
navy are without specific information 
as to the actual present capacity of fac- 
tories which manufacture powder, small 
arms and small-arms ammunition and 
minor shells. They are advised, how- 
ever, that the increase In the output 
of all plants manufacturing war muni- 
tions has been enormous. In time of 
war the United States would have the 
first call on the output of all these 
plants. 

In reply to an inquiry by the Post- 
Dispatch as to the capacity of manu- 
facturers of powder and ammunition 
used by the navy and their ability to 
furnish a constant supply in sufficient 
volume to meet the needs of the United 
States in the event of war, Rear Ad- 
miral Joseph Strauss, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, confined himself to 
the following statement: 

‘The powder production In the United 
States has been increased enormously; 
also the production of minor-caliber 
shells. In time of war these plants 
would be availatle for supplying the 
Government’s need for that class of 
material.”’ 

While Admiral Strauss would make 
no further statement, it may be said 
that officials of the Navy Department 
are not at all apprehensive as to the 
ability of the big powder and naval 
ammunition manufacturers to furnish 
all of the material which would be 
required by the Navy in the event of 
war. 

The Dupont Powder Co., Wilmington, 
Del.; Bethlehem Steel Co., South Beth- 
lehem, Pa., and E. W. Bliss Co., 
Brooklyn, N. Y., furnish the powder 
and shells for the navy. All of these 
concerns are turning out large quanti- 
ties of war material for the European 
belligerents. 

The Dupont cOmpany also furnishes 
all of the military powder for the War 
concerns are turning out large quanti- 
ties of powder to manufacturers of 
small-arms ammunition, 

Gen. Crozier Tells of Increase. 

Brigadier-General Wm. Crozier, Chief 
of Ordnance of the army, informed the 
Post-Dispatch that, while not having 
any actual figures, he knows in a 
general way that there has been a big 
increase in the output of small-arms 
ammunition. 

Gen. Crozier furnished offhand the 
names and addresses of the principal 
manufacturers of small-arms ammuni- 
tion. That Mst follows: United States 
Cartridge Co., Lowell, Mass.; Win- 
chester Arms Co., New Haven, Conn.; 
Union Metallic Cartridge Co., Bridgeport, 
Conn.; Peters Cartridge Co., Cincinnati, 
and Western Cartridge Co., Upper Al- 
ton, Dl. In addition there are others 
with smaller capacity which in the 
event of war should be able to gupple- 
ment the output of the large manu- 
facturerfs. 

There wae wide discussion during the 
‘iast session of Congress, due largely to 
the fact that the greatest war in history 
was raging in Europe, regarding the 
reserve supply of all kinds of ammuni- 
tion for the use of both the army 
and navy. Congress made provision 
for a considerable increase tn the re- 
serve supply but did not appropriate 
sufficient money to bring all classes 
of ammunition tn reserve to the stand- 
ard fixed by naval and military experts. 

While Representative Augustus P. 
Gardner of Massachusetts and a few 
other so-called extreme militarists in 
Congress lambasted army and navy of- 
ficials, not to say Congress itself, gor 
this lack of reserve supply, the fact

PIRACY’ INCORRECT 
WHEN APPLIED 10 
LUSITANIA CASE 


Boston Lawyer Quotes Author- 
ity Who Says ‘‘Man-of-War 
Is Never a Pirate.”’ 


When Col, Roosevelt declared that the 
sinking of the Lusitania by’ a German 
submarine was “pure piracy,” he was 
guilty of inaccuracy.’ Likewise, several! 
other public men, some of them learned 
in law, who have applied the term 
“piracy” to the Lusitania case, have 
been guided by their righteous wrath, 
father than by their legal knowledge. 
in their choice of words. 

This.is the conclusion reached after 
reading an article written by Daniel 
Chauncey Brewer, a Boston lawyer, for 
the June number of Case and Com- 
ment, a lawyers’ magazine, published 
In Rochester, N. ¥. The article is en- 
titled “‘Have Public Shipsiof Germany 
Committed the Crime of Piracy?” It 
was written before the sinking of the 
Lusitania, but the argument applies to 
that case, apparently, as well as if it 
had been written for it. 

The writer is not in any sense apolo- 
gizing for Germany's submarine war- 
fare on merchant vessels. He terms it 
infamous, but under the present legal 
definitions, he declares, it is not piracy. 
He knows no name to describe it fit- 
tingly, and he suggests that, when new 
definitions in international law come to 
be made, the term “piracy’’ may well be 
broadened to include such acts as Ger- 
many has committed. But it is not cor- 
rect, he insists, to use the term at 
present. 

Of Importance to Ezugland. 

For Americans, this is only a ques- 
tion of phraseology. In Great Britain 
the distinction may become somewhat 
more important, for England, since the 
Falaba and Lusitania tragedies, is liv- 
ing in hope that somebody will capture 
the crew of one of the “U” beats and 
take them to England. The idea of 
hanging the members of such a crew 
as pirates, is a very popular one in En- 
gland at present. 

Brewer quotes Winston Churchill, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, as talk- 
ing of “open piracy and murder,” and 
quotes also an official utterance of 
the British Government that “to de- 
stroy ship, noncombatant crew and 
cargo is nothing less than piracy on 
the high seas.” 

“Hero,” the writer comments, “ig a 
concrete accusation, voiced by a dé- 
corous organ of the orderly element 
in society, and it is but one of a 
thousand. If there is warrant for it, 
the neutral world must take early 
and aggressive action, because piracy 
is a crime against all nations. If it 
be untrue, the hateful phrase should 
be recelled and more caution used in 
future.” 

Suggests Possible Reason. 

The word “piracy” has been used, 
he further suggests, “because, what- 
ever title may fit the usage, it 
threatens a return to the lawless 
days when there was neither code nor 
practice to modify such inhumanity 
as suited the purpose of the ° un- 
scrupulous combatant. ‘ 

“Obviously there are limitations to 
the use of the submarines—there are 
embarrassments that a belligerent 
state which lacks command of the 
sea must suffer, and it is human .to 
invent and substitute expedients 
when it lacks direct power or ig at 
a disadvantage strategically,” the 
writer cays. “These may well be the 
subject of investigation and comment, 
and it will be the concern of the na- 
tions to see that they are kept with- 
in certain bounds. In the meantime 
the narrow question before us has to 
do with a warship’s high-handed

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GERMANS DRIVEN 
MAD BY ROAR OF

Correspondent Not Surprised at 
Stories of Effect After Hear- 
ing Hellish Noises. 


PARIS, April 2%.—A correspondent 
with the Foreign Legion sends the fol- 
lowing notes from his diary: 

April 12—Started for rations at 7:30 
Pp. m. and on the way caught up with 
three officers strolling along slowly. The 
roadway was narrow and it was very 
dark through the woods, so thi&t it was 
impossible to pass them. One of the 
boys got tired of being kept behind at 
such a slow pace and at last broke out: 
with “H—., I’m not going to stick be- 
hind that guy! He's too blame slow’ 
(only the word was not blame). The of- 
ficers accompanying the Colonel, for it 
turned out to be our Colonel, evidently 
knew the American language, for they 
burst out laughing, but the Colonel con- 
tinued his stroll, imperturbable. 

April 13—Up at 3:30 a. m., rheumatism 
in my right arm preventing me from 
sleeping. Found Joseph Collett, who de- 
clared he had not slept a wink all night 
as a continual bombardment had been 
going from 10 o’clock till 3, with a short 
letup between midnight and 1. The 
French heavy artillery was firing in- 
cessantly without any reply from the 
Germans. It was over in the direction 
of Rheims, he said, and the firing was 
awful; the flashes of fire were continual. 
When it ceased about midnight I sup- 
posed the infantry must be charging 
with the bayonet, but it commenced 
again as furiously as ever. 


Swish of the Shells. 
I am not surprised at the stories about 


Germans going crazy as they did at 
Hartmannsweiler Kopf after seeing and 
hearing this. 

The papers spoke of German soldiers 
running round the village, mad, stark 
mad, driven so by the hellish noise and 
the destruction. Even the men in re- 
serve underground trenches, feet below 
the earth, wifd were to replace the men 
killed in the trenches, were driven mad. 
They could see nothing, but could hear 
the swish of the shells, the roar of the 
explosions and the shrieks of those 
above. 


April 13—Bouligney has received word 
that he has been promoted Sergeant;

The shelling stopped at 2:06— 
missing @ barn not a hundred yards 
from me. 


Fires te “Try It.” 

There was a little volunteer (a new 
chap) just beside me yesterday whd- 
fired his rifle. Up came the Corporal 
of the guard to know why the etcet- 
era he fired. “Oh, I had a cartridge 
that looked bag so I tried it.” Then 
the Sergeant-Major wanted to know 
why he had fired and he pleaded 


soul he had seen two rabbits and 
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could not resist a pop at them. This| 


is a real war anecdote. I only wish 
I could give you 
lurid, like those I see in the Ameri- 
can press. 

Watched a French aviator. being 
fired at about 4:45 p. m Four bat- 
teries were at him at the same time, 
six or seven shells exploding at 
once. There was still enough light to 
see the shells explode. The firing 
was so fast that I counted, and found 
that more than 100 shells exploded in 
five minutes. The aviator flew out of 
range, but at 6:15 he came back 
again, and, strange to say, was not 
fired at. 

They say that French aeroplanes 
have a wire attached about 200 feet 
long by which the observer on board 
can flash signals by making the wire 
spark. Thus officers all the way back 
can read the signals with powerful 
glasses. 


WOMAN WORKS IN NAVAL 
YARD DRESSED AS A MAN 


Strain of Handling Heavy Timbers 
Betrays Her Disguise During 
Third Day. 


LONDON, May 15.—A woman dis- 
guised as a man worked for three 
days in the naval construction works 
at Barrow. She was a widow of mid- 
dle age and had waited for some time 


to obtain employment. 


She cut her hair short, put on a 
false mustache, and dressed herself 
in man’s clothes and working over- 
alls when she presented herself at 
the works as a laborer and was

WASHINGTON, March 15.—It is esti- 
mated by the Census Bureau and the 
Bureau of Immigration that there are 
2,603,776 persons of German birth in this 
country. This: estimate is based on the 
fact that the census report of 1910 
showed 2,501,333 persons of German birth 
in the United States and the annual re- 
ports of the Bureau of Immigration 
show that 24,781 German immigrants 
were admitted in 1911, 20,031 in 1912, 29,- 

145 in 1913 and 28,486 in 1914. 

Since August, 1914, very few persons of 
German birth have come to America to 
locate. It is estimated that there are in 
the United States 8,282,618 persons whose 
ancestors were of German origin. 

The statistics of the Census Bureau 
indicate that the percentage of German 
immigration to this country, compared 
with that of other foreign newcomers, 
has been on the decrease for the last 
several decades. There were fewer Ger- 
mans or persons of German birth in the 
United States in 1910 than in 1900. 

Many Germans in Missouri. 

The German-born population of the 
United States is found largely in the 
states of New York, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, New 
Jersey, Minnesota, Iowa and Missouri. 

The Southern states show: a large 
per cent of persons who ate descended 
from the original German stock that 
came to this country before the Civil 
War, but very few persons of German 
birth. ats 

In the Middle Atlantic division of 
states persons having Germany as 
the country of origin constituted in 
1910 11.6 per cent of the total popu- 
lation; those having Ireland, 10 per 
cent; those having Russia, 7.2 per 
cent; those having Italy, 6.4 per cent. 

In the East North-Central division 
Germany was the country of origin 
of no less than 17.4 per cent of the 
total population in 1910, but no other 
foreign country of origin represents 
as much as 4 per cent. Germany was 
also the country of origin of 13.5 
per cent of the total population of 
West North-Central. division. 

In 1900 there were 2,813,628 per- 
sons of German birth, showing a 
decrease in the decade between 1900 
and 1910 of $12,295, or 11.1 per cent. 
In 1910 the German population of the 
United States was 18.5 per cent of 
the total foreign born population, 
and 2.7 per cent of the entire popula- 
tion. 

Thig’German population of 1910 was 
increadsed by 24,781 immigrants in 
1911, 20,031 immigrants in 1912, 29,- 
145 in 1913 and 28,486 in 1914. It is 
estimated, therefore, that the num- 
ber of Germans in this country last 
year when the European war broke 
out was 2,601,776. 

New York Leads in Germans. 

The German population in the United 
States in 1910 was. distributed as fol- 
lows: New York, 436,911; Illinois, 319,199; 
Wisconsin, 233,384; Pennsylvania, 195,202; 
Ohio, 175,085; Michigan, 131,586; New Jer- 
sey, 122,880; Minnesota, 109,629; Iowa, 98,- 
759; Missouri, 88,226; all other states, 590,- 
463. 

In connection with the German foreign- 
born population of the United States, 
the following figures show the increases 
by 10-year periods from 1850, when Ger- 
man-born citizens numbered 583,774: 1860, 
1,276,075; 1870, 1,690,533; 1880, 1,996,742; 1890, 
2,784,894. 

The natives of Germany formed 26 per 
cent of the total foreign-born population 
in 1850, 30.8 per cent in 1860, 20.4 per cent 
in 1870, 29.4 per cent in 1880, 30.1 per cent 
in 1890, 27.2 per cent in 1900 and 18.5 per 
cent in 1910. 

There were in the United States in 
1910 3,911,847 persons of German parentage 
and 1,869,590 of German-American par- 
entage (mixed). 

The total number of persons of Ger- 
man origin, or stock, in 1910, were 8,282, - 
618. 

In discussing the population of the 
United States in 1910, the Census. Bureau 
asserts: 

“The total foreign white stock in the 
United States in 1910 numbered 32,243,382, 
of whom 13,345,545, or 41.4 per cent, were 
foreign-born whites; 12,916,311, or 40.1 per 
cent were native whites of foreign par- 
entage, and 6,981,526, or 186 per cent, 
were native whites of mixed parentage.

He estimated that at least 30 subma- 
rines of the-K and L type now being 
used in the navy could be turned out 
of American yards within eight months, 
and that thereafter, if it became neces- 
sary, the great American plants could 
launch them at the rate of 100 every six 
months.

What is considered one of the most suc- 
cessful business boosting trips ever sent 
eut of St. Louis was ended last night 
when the special Burlington train car- 
rying the delegation of the sales man- 
agers’ trade extension tour through 
Northern Missouri and Southern Iowa 
pulled into Union Station. The trip 
had lasted six days and in that time 
42 cities were visited. 

The special train departed from St. 
Louls at 7 o'clock last Monday morn- 
ing and arrived at 7:30 last night. The 
object of the trip was an endeavor to 
draw trade to St. Louis from Chicago 
because of more favorable freight rates. 
The Business Men's League was be- 
hind the movement. There were 75 in 
the party, including the band. The men 
on the trip represented almost every 
prominent industry in St. Louis. 

Puthusiastically Received. 

Everywhere during the six days the 
delegation was met with enthusiasm. 
The business men lived aboard the train 
for the entire week and transacted busi- 
ness by long-distance telephone and 
Western Union telegraph wires. Each 
car on the special was equipped with a 
telephone, and at night was connected 
with the outside world from the rail- 
road station. W. H. Spain, manager of 
the St. Louts office of the Western 
Union, accompanied the delegation and 
attended personally to all telegrams that

After departing from the Niagara of 
the West a special meeting of the 
sales managers was held in the din- 
car, principally to feel out the 
Sentiment of the territory to be cov- 
ered in the next trip in the fall. 
Capt. Robert ‘E, Lee presided and dis- 
trjbuted $240 as a contribution to the 
crew of the train. Resolutions were 
passed complimenting the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

When the question of the next ter- 
ritory came up there was consider- 
able discussion. There were these 
propositions put before the meeting— 
all Missourl, Southern Illinois, Ne- 
braska, Montana and Texas. W. A. 
Taylor of the Boatmen’s Bank, speak- 
ing for the bankers’ group, declared 
forcibly in favor of the Southern IIli- 
nois or Missouri route, and guaran- 
teed that if this plan was followed

Also Estimated $100,000,000 in Deeds of T foot! 
Are Not Taxed. —If Statistics Are Correct 
City Each Year Is Losing $15,600,000.

An investigation of 
sessment in St. Louis reveals that many 
hundreds of millions of dollars of per- 
sonal property owned in St. Louis ¢8- 
capes taxation, and that if this property 
was found and taxed as is real estate, 
the city would have at least twice its 
present revenue, 

Absence of statistics make impossible 

a definite statement of the amount of 
personal property on which no tax is 
paid, but an examination of a compila- 
tion of the bank statistics for a time 
corresponding to the date of the last 
assessment shows that in the banks 
of St. Louis alone is more than $400,- 
000,000 which escapes taxation. 
The Post-Dispatch last Sunday pub- 
lished an account of how Circuit Judge 
Frank P. Divelbiss of Richmond, Mo., 
compelled citizens to make true and ac- 
curate returns on their personal prop- 
erty. He caused indictments for per- 
jury to be returned against those who 
made false affidavits to their assessment 
lists. 

In the article Judge Divelbiss quoted 
the section of the statute requiring cir- 
cuit judges to instruct every grand jury 
to investigate the accuracy of assess- 
ment lists. Such instructions have not 
been delivered to St. Louis grand juries. 

Incrensed Asnessments $5,000,000. 

rough the indictments returned in 
his courts, Judge Divebbiss 
the assessments of the three counties 
in his circuit more than $5,000,000. 

The total personal assessment for St 
Louis for last year, supposed to rep- 
resent the actual value of all personal 
property owned in St. Louis June 1, 1914, 
Was only $97,888,840. A realization of the 
absurd smallness of this total will be 
had when it is considered that this is 
supposed to represent the capital stock 
and surplus of all the banks, all the 
money on depogit in the banks and in 
the possession of residents of the city, 
all of the notes representing loans, all 
bonds subject to taxation, all the cattle 
and livestock, all household goods, li- 
braries, statuary, and in fact all prop- 
erty of every description except real 
estate. 

A few statistics taken from the state- 
ments of the banks of St. Louis for 
June 30, 1914, shows that the capital 
stock and surplus of the banks alone 
amounted to $78,885,273.54, or within §$19,- 
000,000 of the total personal assessment 
of the city. The individual and time de- 
posits of the banks, not including money 
deposited by other banks, was $432,694,- 
$63.73, or more than $334,000,000 more than 
the total personal assessment. The to- 
tal of the capital and surplus of the 
banks and the deposits was $511,580,137.27, 
or more than $413,691,297. 

Millions Escape Taxation. 

This alone shows that there is more 
than $400,000,000 of personal property 
which is not taxed, and these figures 
consider only property which absolutely 
can be traced to the banks. It does not 
take into consideration the hundreds 
of millions of dollars of jewelry, furni- 
ture, books, mortgages, bonds, stocks 
and other classes of personal property. 

Although no definite statistics can be 
obtained, it is estimated by persons fa- 
miliar with property values that there 
is at least $1,000,000,000 worth of property 


in St. Louls on which no taxes are 
anes 


increased: 


personal tax &s- 
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paid. An official in the Assessor's of- 
fice estimated that at least $100,000,000 
of deeds Of trust escape taxation. If 
these figures are correct, St. Louis is 
losing every year $15,600,000 in taxes. On 
the $400,000,000 in the banks, alone, the 
city is losing $6,230,000. 

A small part of the small showing 
is due to the action of the State 
Board of Equalization, which in spite 
of the State laws which requires all 
property shall be assessed at its ac- 
tual value, by resolution each year 
permits the assessment of bank stocks 
at 50 per cent of their par value of 
the shares. Bank stocks are not even 
assessed at their full par value, 
though frequently they are worth 
two or three times par, and seldom 
fall below par. 

Statistics of other cities shows St. 
Louis is far down the Jist in the 
amount of the personal property as- 
sessment in proportio ntg population. 
In St. Louis the per capita personal 
assessment is only $130.51, while in 
Baltimere it is $685.63; in Boston, 
$406.71; in Cleveland, $333.07, and J 
Kansas City, $167.72.

Chauffing a Street Car and 
Subsequently Made Into a 
Scrapper by a Policeman. 


NEW YORK, May 45. 

N the summer of 1911, or nearly 
i four years ago to be exact, James 

Joseph Coffey, a twenty-year-old 
son of Castlerea, County Roscommon, 
standing in the front end «f @ trol- 
ley car, was riding ‘‘on the loop’’ 
up and down Third avenue. With a 
bit of overtime here and there he 
was pulling down something like $18 
a week. He thought he was well paid 
and was grateful. All he had to do 
was to’ stop the car every once in a 
while and let people get on and off. 


Today James Joseph Coffey is the 
popular idol of the fistic world, with 
$25,000 in cold cash soaked away in the 
bank, not to mention the 50-acre farm 
that he has bought for the ould folns 
at home. With an admirable physique 
and a knowledge of ring tactics, he is 
now on the trail of Jess Willard and the 
world’s championship. And, .-listen! 
ames also is the proud owner of stocks 
and bonds of the Third Avenue Street 
Railway line, the first place he ever 
worked in the great city of New York. 

Jim arrived in this country in 1910, his 
landing place being Boston. There 
wasn’t much doing in Boston at the 
time, so James Joseph lit out for Prov- 
idence. There were things to do in 
Rhode Island’s capital and soon James, 
tor a spell, found himself holding the 
reins over a team of horses. Events 
subsequently so shaped themselves that 
James quit his teamster’s duties for 
New York and his motorman’s job.

There is an aspect of international law 
which has not yet been touched by the 
very able articles of Mr. Edmunds 
whigh appear from day to day in your 
columns. The life of all law is experi- 
ence, and the rule which governs the 
case of the Lusitania is one which rests 
upon the practice of nations from time 
immemorial. The object of war of 
course is to inflict injury upon the 
enemy. From one point of view the 
property of individual enemies is enemy 
property and may be treated as such; 
from another point of view such prop- 
erty should be respected. Of the two 
views, the former is supported by per- 
haps the better authority. It is quite 
lawful, therefore, and in accordance 
with the usages of nations, to attack 
an enemy merchant ship, even though 
it may carry neutrals. The object of 
the attack is to inflict damage upon the 
enemy. This right, however, has in 
the progress of time been somewhat 
softened and it is now settied law that 
before destroying @ merchant vessel 
carrying passengers, a belligerent is re- 
quired to afford not less than 30 minutes 
for the d'sembarkation of crew and pas- 
sengers. After these shall have disem- 
barked, it 1s quite proper, as I under- 
staid the matter, to destroy the ship, 
provided it cannot for any reason be 
taken into a home port and condemned 
as a prize. . 

This rule ceases, however, to govern 
where the enemy merchant ship is 
either armed or convoyed. If she is 
armed, even for defense, and can defer! 
herself, a belligerent ig>not required to 
run the risk of being met by armed 
_ resistance in order that he may afford

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~NEW PLANT A SOAP SAVER 


Dedication Attended by Several 
Experts and “Many People 
From Neighboring States. 


An attendance of about 15,000 yes- 
terday atthe dedication of the city’s 
“new filtration plant at Chain of 
Rocks, cheered Mayor Kiel when the 
executive urged that St. Louis citi- 
zens should complete a program of 
public improvements by voting for 
the central traffic parkway commls- 


sion ordinance at the referendum 
election June 8. 

The Mayor referred to the passage 
of a bond issue last year for the 
completion of the free bridge, and 
to the adoption of the new charter, 
as well as to the investment of $1.- 
350,000 in the largest rapid sand fil- 
tration ;lant in the world for the 
purification of the water supply. 

Several thousand wome : were pres- 
ent, and applauded Mrs. W. R. Chiv- 
vis, president of the Missouri Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, when she 
discussed the importance of civic 
bettermert to women in the home. 

The warm day did not discourags 
attendance at the municipal celebra- 
tion, and the electric and steam 
equipment on the Municipal Water- 

aa een railway was kept busy all 
-afternoon transporting those who 
were unable to get free tickets for 
the trip on the steamers Alton, Grey 
Eagle and Spread Eagle. Mayor Kiel 
and city officials entertained, on the 
harbor boat Erastus Wells, the May- 
ors of East St. Louis and Belleville, 
and visitors from New York to Okla- 
homa City who were interested in 
waterworks development) The wives 
of officials and members of the Board 
of Aldermen also made the trip on 
the harbor boat. 
Shaw Commends St. Louis Methods. 
Prof. Howard B. Shaw, a member of 
the Missouri Public Service Commission, 
who delivered an address, said the St. 
Louls waterworks was one of the larg- 
est and best managed public utilities of 
the State, publicly or privately owned. 
He said there are 182 water plants in 
Missouri, of which exactly 100 are pub- 
licly owned. Only 14 of the plants have 
the advantage of sand filtration, which 
experts regard.as of first importance, 
Prof. Shaw said. The Public Service 
Commission considers a pure water sup- 
ply so essential to a community that it 
recently order the creation of a water- 
works at Sedalia, he said. The commis- 
sion has authority to regulate the rates 
and service of-the St. Louls Water De- 
partment, Prof. Shaw said, but found it 
managed in a perfectly satisfactory 
manner and had decided to recommend 
no changes. 
‘Director of Public Utilities James A. 
Hooke gave credit to Water Commis- 
sioner Edward E. Wall and his en- 
gineering corps for the successful com- 
pletion of the big sand filters. 
Commissioner Wall, in the opening ad- 
dressed, traced the history of the move- 
ment in the past 50 years to clarify the 
St. Louis water supply, and credited 
, \dames P. Kirkwood, after whom the sub- 
urban town is named, with having been 
the pioneer of American engineers in de- 
signing sand filtration as a means of 
clarifying water. In 1865, Wall said, 
Kirkwood was sent to Europe by St. 
Louis, to study water supply methods, 
and upon his return recommended the 
slow sand filter. While the city did not 
act on his advice at the time, this first 
contribution to the literature of America 
, On the subject is now regarded by en- 
gineers ag a classic, Wall said, and his 
genius is not forgotten by men of his 
profession. 


Years of Efforts for Sand Filtration. 
Thirty years ago, Wall recalled, city 


officials prepared plans, which were not 
executed, for filtering the water of the 
Missouri River. Fourteen years ago the 
Water Commissioner recommended the 
construction of a filter plant at the 
Chain of Rocks, which finally was com- 
menced, 22 months ago, and is just com- 
pleted. 

Mayor Kiel, in his speech, said the 
public had reason to be satisfied with 
its investment of more than $30,000.,- 

’ 000 in the waterworks, and predicted 
that $10,000,000 or less invested in a 
central parkway would prove equally 
satisfactory after it was established. 
he urged that citizens support the 
ordinance to be voted on June 8, in 
order ths: a commission might be 
appointed by the Circuit Court to de- 
termine the cost of the proposed 
parkway. He pledged himself to ad- 
vocite the abandonment of the park- 
‘Way project if it will cost more than 
$10,000,000, and said he was confident 
the cost would be less because the 
property involved is assessed for tax- 
ation at only $4,035,000. 

Forest Park cost only $625,000 
when it was purchased 40 years ago, 
the Mayor said, and if cut into build- 
ing lots today could be sold, at pre- 
valling prices in the vicinity, for 
more than $22,000,000, the Mayor 
held. The parkway, if created, would 
be worth in land value alone, exclu- 
sive of benefits enjoyed by the pub-

or 50 years, the Mayor predicted. 

Lunch “Spilled” ag Guests Wave. 

An amusing incident enlivened the 
progress of the harbor boat upstream, 
which caused a laugh among the offi- 
cial party at the expense of Col. C. 
Cc. Butler, manager of the American 
Hotel and Annex, and his guests, 
Assistant City Counselor Charles H. 
Daues and wife, and Col. Martin J.

A luncheon was spread on the table 
of the launch as it reached the Chain 
of Rocks, and Col. Butler’s party 
stepped to the shore side to wave at 
the Mayor's party as it disembarked. 
While they were neglecting the 
luncheon, a wave rocked the launco 
and spilled the edibles into the bot- 
tom of the boat, and the party had to 
lunch on “dog” and ham sandwiches 
with the other guests at the dedica- 
tion. 

The new plant, it is pointed out.in a 
pamphlet issued by the city, will add the 
last possible step to the clarification of 
water, and will furnish the city with 
water that practically is chemically pure, 
containing less than 100 bacteria to the 
cubic centimer, a negligible quantity. 

In addition to the sand filtration, the; 
water is treated with lime and sulphate 
of iron to precipitate suspended sub- 
stances, and before it enters city mains 
receives a bath of chlorine to destroy 
germ life. 

Big Saving in Soap Bill, 

The sand filtration will reduce the 
“hardness” of the water by removing 
soap-consuming salts to such an extent 
that it will save the public about $496 
daily in its soap bill, Wall estimates. 
The filtered water will be one-third less 
hard than river water, and the absence 
of the dstructive salts will make soap 
last longer in the water and lather 
more easily. Estimating the number of 
families in the city at 150,000, it will 
mean a saving of about a third of a cent 
per day, or $1.20 a year per family, in the 
soap used for laundry work. 

The filters are contained in a concrete 
house, and are operated by an intricate 
mechanism that enables operatives to 
regulate the flow, and to clean the sand 
by reversing the water flow and “wash- 
ing’”’ impurities to the surface so that the 
foul water may be drained off. 

Among the visitors at the dedication 
ceremony were the following delegates 
to the convention last week at Cincin- 
nati of the American Water Works As- 
sociation: F. B. Leopold, president of 
the Pittsburg Filter Plant, which fur- 
nished the mechanical parts used here; 
M. M. Baker, editor of Engineering 
News, New York; Paul Hansen, mem- 
ber of the Illinois State Water Service 
Board, and J. Bennett, city engineer of 
Oklahoma City. 

An exhibition of daylight fireworks 
followed the speakers’ program, and 
two bands furnished music.

LIGHTING PLANT 10 
BE INVESTIGATED 


Alderman Schwartz Sponsor of 
Movement to Extend Service 
to Private Consumers. 


An investigation to determine whether 
the present city lighting plant, serving 
only a few municipal buildings, should 
be extended to give city wide service 
to private consumers will be made by 
a committee of five, headed by Alder 
man Barney L. Schwartz, who offered 
a resolution to that effect at the board 
session Friday. 
The resolution directs the committee 
to investigate the prevailing rates of 
electric companies, and to report on the 
feasibility of establishing a municipal 
plant. The committee is empowered to 
andminster oaths ‘and compel the atten- 
dance of witnesses and the production of 
records. The other members, appointed 
by Vice President Julius MUHaller, are 
William F. Otto, Edward Scholl, Luke 
EE. Hart and Eugene B. Gregory. The 
iesolution was adopted unanimously 
without debate. 

Plant Operateg Since 1902. 
The city has operated a lighting plant 
in the basement of the City Hall since 
i902, and has produced current for the 
lighting of the City Hall, the Municipal 
Courts Building, the Four Courts Build- 
ing, Court House, and engine house on 
Ninth street near Chestnut, at an aver- 
age cost of 1.1 cents per kilowatt hour 
in that period. 
When the city decided to construct 
this plant it was paying under contract 
19 Cents a kilowatt hour to the Union 
Electric Light and Power (Co. The 
Union company has since made offers 
to take over the lighting of these build- 
ings at rates gradually declining from 
s09 cents per kiiowatt hour to 1.98c,. wit! 
& proviso that the city furnish its own 
light bulbs at the latter rate. The offers 
have not tempted the city to abandon 
its own plant because the cost of cur- 
rent has always averaged lower than 
the offers. , 

Authorized in Charter. 

The Board of Public Service. shortly 
after the adoption of the new charter 
last vear, was petitioned by the Central 
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FEASIBILITY OF CITY | 


Trades and Labor Union to investigate 
tne cost and feasibility of establishing 
municipal lighting plant that would 
serve private customers everywhere, but 
has not yet acted on the request. 

.ne new charter expressly author- 
izes the city to establish a lighting 
plant, or any other public utility, and 
to issue bonds for its construction 
that shall be a lien only upon the 
property used for that purpose. 

I’nder the old charter the city was ex- 
autherized to construct 4 
only for its Own pur- 
poses, 2m was a legal question if 
such plant might render service to 
private customers and engage in the 
lichting business as would a quasi- 
public corporation.

Proposed Parkway and An- 
nouncement of Building to 
Be Erected for Post-Dis- 
patch Attract Renewed At- 
tention to Thoroughfare. 


INTERNATIONAL 
CRISIS IS FELT 


Several Plans for Buildings 
Await Outcome of Contro- 
versy. Between the United 
States and Germany, Say 
Realty Men. 


Although there are on the calendar 


many deals embracing building plans 
of both a commercial and residential 
character, they will be in abeyance 
more or iess, according to realty cir- 
cles, until the differences between 
the United States and Germany have 
been adjusted.

Adverse business con- 
ditions, however, have halted them in 
each instance. 

Other Corners Attractive. 

The importance of Olive street, op- 
erators disclare, has been augmented 
with the completion of plans by the 
Post-Dispatch for the erection of a 
building: at the northeast corner of 
Twelfth and Olive streets. 

Other prominent Olive street cor- 
ners, which are exciting the attention 
of large building promoters, are the 
northeast corner of Thirteenth and 
the southwest corners of Twelfth and 
Eighth and Olive streets, all of which 
constitute good sites for representa- 
tive structures. These corners are 
held respectively by the Rozier es- 
tate, W. K. Bixby and Thomas Wright, 
who have exalted ideas for their up- 
building.

from Locust street, the consensus of 
opinion is that it would materially 
strengthen Olive street. The thorough- 
fare would lie, it is pointed out, between 
the two principal traffic centers of the 
city and accordingly would be more at- 
tractively situated than ever for business 
purposes. 

The preponderance of sentiment in 
realty circles is that the parkway will 
have a most wholesome effect on realty 
and building conditions and both agents 
and owners are working for the project. 

Professional operators, following the 
World's Fair period, descended on Olive 
street and obtained control, through 9%- 
year leases of many of its most advan- 
tageous sites, especially in that section 
of the thoroughfare between Broadway 
and Twelfth street. 

As a basis for increased valuation, the 
professionals at the outset increased the 
rentals of the property 100 per cent. The 
result was that many large stotes Were 
compelled to remove from Olive street, 
while others were excluded from locat- 


ing on the thoroughfare. 


Grewth Was Retarded. 

The growth of Olive street, according- 
ly, has been retarded for many years, 
while Washington avenue has flour- 
ished. 

Vacancies have finally forced the Olive 
street operators to either reduce rent- 
als or surrender the property to the own- 


ers. 

With the restoration of legitimate rent- 
als on the thoroughfare, a demand for 
Olive street buildings and sites again is 
the feature of the St. Louis realty mar- 
ket.

I 
then began trap-nesting and breeding 
from the best layers. This gave me 
marked results, but it took me five 
years of this kind of breeding to get in 
the 200 egg class. 

In 1911 I had 22 hens which averaged 
206 eggs each in 365 consecutive days. 
In 1912 I had a flock of 100 hens that 
averaged 207 eggs each for the year. In 
1918 I had 10 hens laying 227 eggs each. 
The year 1914, up to December, I had 
10 hens which laid 232 eggs each. 

While this average seems high, I cer- 
tainly believe that I will yet reach 20 
eggs each for 10 hens. These last -0 
hens were all perfectly healthy through- 
out the year and only four of them 
went broody for a short time. I do not 
believe in line-breeding or in-breeding, 
in fact, I keep away from relationship 
as far as possible, but try to keep the 
dark rich red color that belongs to this 
class of birds. I have now discarded 
trap-nests and select my birds from 
their parents’ record, their shape and 
general appearance. I keep a pedigreo 
of each bird and can tell how many 
eges a sire’s mother laid and so on 
back for four years. I believe the fe- 
male should be equally as well bred as 
the male, and I believe much in vital- 
ity. 

The strain on a hen laying 0 eggs 
in @ year will certainly tell on her, if 
ehe has any weak points. In shape she 
should be long, with a straight ‘back, 
broad across hips, this latter indicating 
imme egg capacity; they should have 
feedp chests, good heavy shanks, and 
@iould be forced in growing until they 
ere thoroughly matured. 

xk am strong against in-breeding or 
Iine-breeding. It is all right for wing 
rmarftings, eyes, combs, etc., but my ex- 
perience is that the nearer the rela- 
t‘onnhip the less vitality. 

Regarding the housing of birds, I be- 
eve they should be looted after as 
Closely in summer as in winter, as hot 
Treather affects this breed on account 
eft their heavy coat of feathers.

My system of feeding is somewhat 
fifferent from most poultry men. I feed 
‘sh scrap, fresh ground bone, rice 
wreenings, parched corn, sprouted oats, 
wheat, chopped onions and potatoes, 
bran, charcoal and clam shell. I give 
no wet mashes, but do give them clab- 
bered milk, buttermilk and plenty of 
pure water.

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BROODINESS AND 
TS RELATION 10 
FG PRODUCTION 


Missouri Station Announces Ex- 
perimental Conclusions and 
Method of Correcting Hens. 


By Cc. T. PATTERSON. 
Pathologist State Poultry Experiment 
Station, 

MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., May 1.— 


This is the time of the year when 
much attention should be given to the 
broody hens. They will incubate and 
spoil many fertile eggs left in the nest 
over night and are getting farther from 
a laying condition each day they remain 
broody. 

The question of broodiness and its re- 
lation to egg production and the ques- 
tion of the relation of egg production to 
broodiness have been discussed many 
times, both pro and con. One party says 
he wants the hen which does not go 
broody, while another thinks it is a 
sign of a good layer. 

Regardless of what we ‘wish in regard 
to whether hens go broody or not, we 
are compelled to admit that both egs 
production and broodiness are parts of 
nature’s plan to reproduce the fowl, andj 
are therefore very closely related to each 
other. 

In order to give a better idea of the 
relation of egg production to broodiness 
the following table is given. This table 
is the record made by 1040 hens in tha 
national contest here at this station in 
1913-1914. The table gives breed records 
instead of pen or variety. For example, 
all varieties of Wyandottes are consid 
ered together, etc. The table, in accom- 
panying box, shows the average num- 
ber of eggs laid by all hens in each 
breed which went broody a certain num- 
ber of times. The total average is se- 
cured by arranging the averages of each 
breed. 

By studying the table it would indicate 
that the best hens Icy 168 eggs and go 
broody four times per year. 

The Conclusions. 

It was noted in compiling this tabl: 
that many of the high-laying hens came 
in the first column, but it was further 
noted that many low-producing hens 
were in the sarne class, which brought 
the average down to the second from 
the lowest in the list. 

The principal point to be noticed here 
is that it is not a’safe rule to select the 
non-sitters as the best layers. 

Looking at it from another point of 
view, we find all hens that laid less 
than ‘100 eggs averaged going broody 
one and three-quarters times each; those 
laying between 100 and 200 eggs averaged 
going broody two and one-half times 
each, and all Jaying over 2.0 eggs av- 
eraged going broody twice each. 

Taking the highest laying hen from 
each pen, the average was 199 cggs each 
end also averaged going broody 2.2 
times each, while the lowest producer 
from each fen averaged 8 eggs, and 
went broody 18 times each. 

There is an idea generally prevalent 
that when a hen begins to lay that she 
has a certain number of eggs to lay, 
after which she goes broody. This idea 
has been proven incorrect as the pro- 
duction of eggs has been proven to be 
an endiess chain, which continues ac- 
cording to the ability given the hen by 
Nature uniess it is interrupted or 
broken by broodiness or some outside 
influence such as change in weather, 
location, etc. 

A Mental Condition. 
I’rom the investigations we nave inade 
so far, we are convinced that broodiness 


the body, for at the time the hen goes 
broody, she is in a laying condition, 
having the different parts of the egg 
partly developed, but because of stay- 
ing on the nest, lack of exercise, loss of 
appetite, and lack of nourishment, the 
hen takes the egg material back into 
her own system and uses it as nourish- 
ment just as hens do when a sudden 
“hange in weather stops them from lay~ 
ing. 

A hen is one of the most jealous crea- 
tures on this earth and if placed itn a 
wire sided coop where she can see the 
rest of the flock ranging about the yard, 
she is very restiess, especially if there 
is a male with the flock frequenty 
calling his mates to parttake of a choice 
morse! of food, and tf plenty of food 
end water are supplied, she eats often, 
thereby keeping her body built up so 
she gces tu laying again in a short time. 
The plan followed here at the BEx- 
reriment Station is to place the hen in 
this kind of coop on the day after she 
remains on the nest and does not lay, 
she is kept in the coop four days and 


left in the coop she is given all the feed 
and water she wants. About 4000 hens 
are treated in this way each summer at 
this place. The records show that hens 
broken in this way begin laying again 
a» follows: 


The time from the laying the last egg 
till the hen-began laying again was 10 
days in Maroh, eight daysiin April, 10 
days in May and 12 days in June. There 
were more broody hens in June than in 
April, but for practical purposes we 
might say the average is 10 days. 
These coops can be easily bulflt by 
aryone out of scrap lumber and a lit- 
tle wire.

Proper Heat and Air 
in Brooder Important 


Bringing off a good, strong hatch 
is only the beginning of the process 
of chick raising, The best of success 
in this line may be turned into a 
failuré because the brooding is im- 
properly done. And yet artificial 
brooding ig not a difficult or compli- 
cated process. There are just a few 
essentials which, if given common- 
sense attention, will bring success. 

Too much emphasis is laid upon 
feeding in the early stage and too 
little on proper temperature and pure 
air. Whether homemade or purchased 
the brooder should be heated in such 
a way as to put the temperature un- 


der easy control of ‘the attendant. 
Getting the chicks too warm is just 


as easy as getting them too cold. The 
best plan is to have comfortable heat 
in one compartment of the Dbrooder. 
but with the free access to a second 
compartment where the temperature 
is a little lower so. that the chicks 
may go there if the other is too 
warm to suit them. They soon learn 
to go from one compartment to the 
other. 


fresh air that is constantly available 
and the admission of sunlight when 
outside temperature permits, al- 
though the latter is not of as much 
importance as fresh air, It is not dif- 
ficult to make and use a home brood- 
er. In the main, the brooder is simply 
a box made as tight as possible, with 
an opening near the top for ventila- 
tion, a detachable cover, and a hover 
suspended directly under this cover. 
Sometimes the hover ig fastened di- 
rectly to the under side of the cover. 
The hover is usually made of strips 
of woolen material such as blankets 
or old clothing, and is suspended at 
such a height that it will ‘nearly 


touch the floor. Natural instinct tells 
the chicks to potas under this for 
warmth and protection and they are 
as contented there as under the 
me * hen 

A simple ‘put effective way of pro- 
vidine ee rtificial heat is to wrap a 
jug of good size with old blankets, 
and fill it with hot water, setting 
this in the brooder. The water should 
be changed as frequently as needed 
to maintain the proper temperature.

BEING PLANNED 


Refugees Working With English 
Experts Expecting Teutons 
Shortly to Be Driven Out. 


Special Corresponeence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 8.—Plans are being dis- 
cussed and drawn up by English and 
Belgian experts for rebuilding, along 
scientific linea, of the cities and towns 
ef Belgium laid waste by the Garman 
army. This activity is in confident an- 
ticipation that the Teutonic invaders 
will shortly be driven out. 

The idea of rebuilding ruined Belgium 
upon anodern scientific lines was crigi- 
nated by the International Garden Cities 
and Town Planning Association and was 
enthusiastically accepted by King Al- 
bert and the Belgian Government, while 
the British Government has bestowed 
its official blessings on the scheme. 

A committee, called the Belgian Town 
Planning Committee, has been formed, 
made up of representatives of the vari- 
ous Belgian Ministries, the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, the Institute 
of Municipal and County Engineers, the 
Town Planning Association of Great 
Britain, Belgium, France, Holland, Po- 
land, Russia and Spain. 

At the first meeting of the committee 
it Whs decided that the actual work 
of rebuilding Belgium should be done 
entirely by the Belgians, from plans 
prepared by Belgian architects and en- 
sineers, and that the work of the En- 
slish.and other non-Belgian members 
should be advisory. 

Self-Interest Waived. 

Nach member of the committee 
pledged inimself not to accept any con- 
tract or payment for any of the work 
in connection with the rebuildiag. 

The committee is now devoting its 
nitention primarily to securing a com- 
plete civic survey of the devastated 
iowns and cities of Kelgium. This work 
is proceeding slowly. but successfully, 
slowly because it has to be done under 
the eyes of the Germans—and smug- 
gied out of the country plece »y piece. 
it is*hoped, however, that within five 
or six weeks the complete civic survey 
will have been obtained. 

Although definite plans are yet to be 
formed it is probable that the commit- 
tee will do much more than provide 
merely for the rehabilitation of the 
stricken towns so ag to provide homes 
for the war sufferers. 

Ewart G. Culpin, secretary of the 
comipittee and who is well known in the 
United States through his lectures on 
town planning, was asked if the com- 
mittee has decided on any radical archi- 
tectural or physical changes in any of 
_the ruined towns. He said: 

“No, but undoubtedly there will be re- 
markable changes. Belgian cities and

Dr. Dixon, Expert Investigator, 
Gave Up Big Private Practice 
to Serve Pennsylvania. 


HAS SAVED 78,000 LIVES 


Autocratic Law Gives Him 
Power to Enforce Orders and 
Use Fund at Will. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., May 15. 


ERSONS who are competent to 
re know say that Dr. Samuel Gib- 

son Dixon, who spends $2,000,000 a 
year protecting the health of the people 
of Pennsylvania, is a genius and a 
czar. 


If all the men, women and children 
whose lives are saved by Dr. Dixon’s 
preventive _ methods, chiefly aguainst 
tuberculosis and typhoid, could be 
brought together, they would make a 
city as large as Emporia, Kan. 

Ten years ago, when Dr. Dixon was 
appointed Commissioner of the State 
Department of Health in Pennsylvania, 
he was one of the most famous bacte- 
riologists in the world. Robert Koch, 
the German physician and scientist, de- 
scribed his tuberculin, or specific for 
consumption, in 1890-1. Dr. Dixon’s prep- 
artion of the same kind had been used 
experimentally, however, in 1889. 

As a brilliant investigator and discov- 
erer, an author widely read and fol- 
lowed by medical men, a member of 
many learned societies in Europe and 
America and the professor of bacteri- 
ology and microscopic technology at 
the University of Pennsylvania, Dr. 
Dixon, at the age of &, had reached the 
mountain tops of his profession, was 
celebrated at home and abroad and was 
ready financially to live a little more 
easily and comfortably. Then came 
the urgent summons for service to the 
public. 


Saves 78,000 Lives in Nine Years. 
In the decade that has passed since 


then, Dr. Dixon has proved himself to 
be one of the greatest medical and hy- 
gienic statesmen the world has ever 
known, He has saved the lives of 78,000 
human beings in nine years. So he is 
rightly called a genius, 

The Legislature of Pennsylvania votes 
him more than $2,000,000 annually, and 
he spends the money without a sugges- 
tion, direction or supervision. There- 
fore, and because of the power which 
a remarkable law confers on the Com- 
missioner of Health, he is called a czar 
—a low-voiced and benevolent czar, who 
is giving his great heart and head to 
the rich and the poor of his State. 

It was Gov. Samuel W. Pennypacker 
who called Dr. Dixon from his home, 
his practice and his university in Phila- 
delphia to Harrisburg, put the new act 
of the Legislature into his hands and 
asked him to devote his extraordinary 
talents to the work of organizing and 
creating a modern and efficient health 
department. The number of typhoid 
fever cases in Pennsylvania then aver- 
aged 40,000 a year and the people were 
alarmed. That average has been re- 
duced to 8000, though the State contains 
a million more inhabitants. 

There were 9258 deaths from pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis in 1906. The deaths 
from the game cause in 1914, in a popu- 
lation 1,105,000 greater, dropped to 8412. 
Nine years ago 151 persons in every 
100,000 inhabitants of the State died 
from the various forms of tuberculosis. 
The number in 1914 was 123. 


Big Man and Bic Law. 
First, there was an extraordinary law 


and, second, there was an exceptional- 
ly able man to give the law vitality and 
force. The Commissioner of Health in 
Pennsylvania has more power in some 
ways than have Sheriffs, Constables 
and policemen. He can break into a 
louse, for example, if access is denied 
to him, and forcibly take possession of 
a person ill with a contagious disease. 
No document issued by a Magistrate 
and no authorization beyond the law 
itself is necessary in such a proceeding. 
Cities, boroughs and first-class tow’.- 
ships must maintain their own boards 
‘of health, but Dr. Dixon can take over 
the physical well-being of any commu- 
nity—of Philadelphia even—if he thinks 
such an act to be necessary. Directly}; 
he is master of the health of 1547 sec- 
ond class townships, inhabited by sev- 
eral million people. 

Though helped in his work by the 
statute, Dr. Nixon would have railed 
but for his common sense, diplomacy 
and patience. Pennsylvania was an old 
State and therapeutically was governed 
very largely in small villages and rural 
communities ‘by traditions. Parents be- 
lieved in their inerrancy as diagnosti- 
clans and in the remedies, often pre- 
posterous, but harmless, passed to 
them by other generations. Also, 
many foreigners live at the mining and 
industrial centers and these people, 
secretive, suspicious and ignorant, run 
from house to house to gossip,’ sym- 
pathize and prescribe during smallpox, 
dag mony other dangerous epidemics. 


e Reformer Who Falls. 
» All hy these elements in the popula- 


tion were treated with fine tact by 
we Dixon and meanwhile the country 
physician was assured that it was not 
the purpose of the State to break up 
his business. The people, Dr. Dixon 
says, desire information. If dealt with 
patiently, intelligently and candidly they 
will move forward slowly and surely, 
but they will not travel long distances 
all at once. 

“If a man is 10 years ahead of his 
day,” Wr. Dixon said, “he marches 
alone. No one tries to keep up with 
him and he fails in his reforms. When, 
however, he is & step or two

$1,000,000; one at Hamburg and one at 
Cresson,’’ Dr. Dixon answered, as he 
drew a rough map of the State to show. 
the location—east, west or central—of 
each sanitorium. “The one at Mt. Alto 
is the largest of its kind in the world, 
consisting of 136 bulidings, 70 of which 
are cottages. It has accommodations 
for 1140 patients. 

“The cottaxes are square and are s° 
located that they get the sun all dav 
and moving air all the time. Tuber- 
culosis is caused by an organism—a bug, 
as it has been called—and nothing kills 
it so quickly as. sunlight and pure air. 

“Besides the sanitoria, we have 115 
free dispensaries in the 67 counties of the 
State, at each of which there is a physi- 
cian and one or more nurses. The serv- 
ice is free to indigent persons. An in- 
digent person, by a strict definition, ts 
one who is lacking in the means of com- 
fortable subsistence—a poor and need: 
man, in other words. 

The Persons Who Are Helped. 

“My definition, however, is more lib- 
eral. An indigent person, as I construe 
the law, is not a pauper. He may be 
working steadily and may be sober an‘ 
economical, but he may never have 1% 
dollar more than is required to support 
his family. If his wife or one of his 
children develop tuberculosis he is un- 
able financially to give them the care 
that is required. Consequently we help 
him. 

“There are many small farmers, and 
even lawyers, preachers and physicians 
who are indigent, as we interpret th; 
word. They or members of their fami- 
lies are entitled to and receive the bene- 
fits of our treatment and do receive it. 

“A physician at one of our dispen- 
Saries learns that a foreigner has an 
incipient case of tuberculosis. The physi 
cian does not learn, however, that the 
man is an anarchist, hostile to all gov- 
ernments and at war in his heart witi 
the whole world, He sends a nurse tw 
the man’s house. The wife sees th 
badge on the sleeve of the nurse, guesses 
that she is an officer of the law an. 
refuses to open the door. 

“In a few cays the nurse returns an“ 
then or later is admitted to the house 
She finds a terrible situation. The 
mother is a distressing picture of woe, 
want and ignorance. The children are 
simply skin and bones and are livinx 
principally on bread and molasses. The 
two rooms are reeking with dirt. 

“Little by little, day after day, the 
nurse wins the confidence of the fam- 
ily. They find that she has come to 
help and not to persecute She teaches 
the mother how to sew and cut out 
clothes. She tells her what food to buy 
and shows her how it ought to be 
ecoked. The house is cleaned. The 
father, weak and doubtful, but still at 
work, is persuaded finaily to visit the’ 
Cispensary for treatment. 

‘In short, the family is soon rebuilt. 
The children grow_strong, the mother 
becomes cheerful and ambitious and the 
f<.ther changes his political opinions and 
is a good citizen instead of an anarchist. 
Atr and sunshine have béen let into that 
home and life is filled with hope and 
happiness.”’ 


How Families Are Cared For. 

“That is what is known as the Gis- 
pensary treatment. We find many per- 
sons, however, who require the care that 
cai be obtained only at one of ouf sani- 
teria. The physicians and the nurses at 
the dispensaries often make the prelim- 
inary arrangements for such cases. They 
fird temporary homes ‘or the children 
and work by the week for the mothers 
and send the fathers to Mt. Alto, Cres- 
son or Hamburg. When the men have 
rroney, they pay their fare on the rail- 
read. In the event that they have no 
mcney, the fare is procured iff one way 
or another. Perhaps en occasion it 
come sout of come nurse's own pocket 

“Or a daughter of a working man is 
sent to a sanitorium. The father pays 
for the journey aand supplies her with 
clothing. He is not a pauper, but he 
ia too poor to give his daughter the at- 
tention she needs if her life is to be 
saved. 

“Every. possible precaution may be 
taken but sooner or later, each person. 
no matter how or where he lives, comes 
into contact with the bacillus that 
causes tuberculosis. If one is run down, 
the bacillus will live, multiply and grow 
fat, and the death of the person fol- 
lows if nothing is done. If, however, 
the person is strong and in good gen- 
eral health, the bacillus is soon de- 
stroyed by the fight the body makes 
within itself. 

“Since 1909, about 9000 patients hive 
been actually under treatment at our 
dispensaries al! the time. & pa- 
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seed oil, we do it for him. Eggs, after 
a scientific study of their value, have 
been cut out of our food list, and olive 
oil is no longer purchased. We also in- 
sist that all frying in grease be 
stopped. Other and better methods of 
cooking are taught. 
Some of Dr. Dixon’, “Dont’s.” 

“Any person having tuberculosis 
should live out-of-doors night and day. 
An open window does not prevent the 
air from becoming stagaant ir the cor- 
ners of the room. Change of climate 
is not advisable unless the climate in 
which one lives is bad—that is, humid 
and warm winter and summer. If one 
lives in a valley, I would recommend 
that he go to higher ground in the same 
locality. The coal smoke and dust of 
cities should be avoided. 


“How, you ask, can one protect him- 
self against tuberculosis? There is no 
protection that I know of from coming 
in contact with the organism that 
causes the disease. Right living is the 
only safeguard that is possible; then 
the human body ordinarily can take 
care of itself. The over-nerve strain 
and over-mind strain of modern living 
are very great. News comes pouring 
in from all parts of the world. Then 
the strain on the nerves is increased. 


“Tremendous efforts are made to get 
on and live better, which means noth- 
ing more than to obtain money and pay 
it out for luxuries. Here is a 
waste of vitality. Paes leek into 
picture shows, where the ventilation is 
abominable, and fill themselves with 
pneumonia germs. Street cars, packed 
to the doors, are as bad as picture 
shows. 


“The mouthpiece of a telephone in- 
strument may be as deadly as a bullet 
or a dose of poison. Talk into it from 
a distance. Offices in buildings are 
breeding places for disease unless air 
and the sun are let into them constant- 
ly. Liquor and tobacco further lesseu 
the power of the body to battle with 
the dangerous micro-organisms which 
are forever entering the body in many 
ways. 


“Everyone should understand that 
pure air is as necessary to life as are 
pure food and pure water. Vigilance ‘s 
the price one must pay for good health. 
Any kind of neglect is dangerous. We 
watch our tuberculosis patients during 
a period of four years after they leave 
our sanatoria or cease regularly to visit 
our Cispensaries. I have told my asso- 
Clates that if they ever go to an insane 
asylum and hear some man calling out 
‘from a padded cell: ‘Follow it up; fol- 
low it up,’ they will know that the man 
is myself.’’ 

How He Fights Typhoid Fever. 


“What are you doing,” Dr. Dixon 
was asked, “‘to reduce the number of 
typhoid fever cases?’ 

“Our law empowers the Commission- 
ers of Health to clean all rivers and 
small streams and to scrutinize and 
regulate the milk consumed by the pee- 
ple. An individual is no longer permit: 
ted to pollute a creek or a brook tha« 
runs past his house or through his 
farm. Villages must disvose of their 
sewage in plants built for the purpose 
and not by dumping it in a river. Our 
stream inspectors have found 116,000 
cases of pollution and have ordered 
them abated. Ten years ago thers 
were 4000 deaths in Pennsylvania from 
typhoid fever. In 1914 there were only 
100 deaths. 

“It has been necessary to teach each 
community in the State that typho‘i 
fever is a preventable disease. In- 
stances coming under our observation 
have helped us in educating the people | 
in this particular. A single case of ty- 
phoid fever, on high ground in the 
country, infected the water supply of 
a town close at hand, causing 500 cases 
of typhoid and 50 deaths. iad 

“The typhoid organism is also carried 
on celery, tomatoes, lettuce, cabbages, 
young onions, radishes and so on. Such 
vegetables, when eater. raw, should be 
washed over and over again and 
shaken thoroughly from time to time. I 


bbelieve, also, that berry pickers should 


be brought under the health 
tions of every State. Persons suffer- 
ing from many kinds of infections and 
loathsome diseases harvest the berry 
and fruit crops North and South and 
thus endanger the health of millions 
of people.”

HOME OUTLOOK IS GOOD 


Fine Crop Promise and Easy 
Money Are Favorable 
Factors.

NEW YORK, May 15.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial weekly 
review today, says? 

“Two questions divided the whole at- 
tention of the financial markets, after 
the hot indignation at the ghastly trag- 
edy of last week had sufficiently spent 
its force—as far as its force can ever 
be speht while this generation lives.

“The question of peace or war ts in 
the hands of Germany, to whom Presi- 
dent Wilson has submitted what may 
be called the ultimatum of the civilized 
conscience of the world, and whose ac- 
ceptance or refusal] of those conditions 
will go some distance towards determin- 
ing her return to the community of civ- 
jlized Powers or her exclusion from 
such association. 

“The most that can yet be said as 
to the probabilities is that there must 
be still a conscience in the German 
people—despite the first callous com- 
ments on the Lusitania horror by the 
German press and by a few misguided 
’ German sympathizers in this country— 
and that Germany must by this time de 
aware that the American people are 
in earnest,.standing unitedly behind the 
President in his demands. 

Outlook Is Clouded. 


“In the attitude and resoiution regard- 
ing these occurrences of the war, the 
i'nited States is at least no Italy. If 
the worst were to come in the negotia- 
tions resultant On the note to Germany, 
t»ere would necessarily be some recast- 
‘ng of opinion in regard to the ¢ountry’s 
wntiook. That we should be dragged 
into the economic maelstrom in which 
financial Europe is sinking is in all 
respects improbable. We are not in the 
theater of war; as matters stand, it is 
cifficult to see how a break between 
the United States and Germany could 
mean more to either Power, in a 
governmental way, than the _ recall 
«ft Ambassadors by each and the re- 
-nguishment by our own representa- 
tives at the capitals of the allied Pow- 
ers of the German interests for which 
we have been caring. 

“A large war loan and an increase 
in the excise or income taxes would 
necessarily ensye, and probably some 
degree of preca He restraint in our

export of foodstuffs @nd war munitions. 
Exports Wou Continue. 

“But with these Fesults, the chapter 
of immediate financial consequences 
would apparentiy end. Our grain har- 
vests would continue as before to act 
as a Mainstay. of profit and prosperity. 
Our export trade would be cut off from 
no foreign country, from which it is 
rot cut off already. The requirements 
of our own people, resutliing from the 
country's prolonged retrenchment and 
accumulated wealth, would be the same 
ae they are today. 

“The flow of foreign capital to New 
York for safekeeping or otherwise would 
have &s much reason to continue as be- 
fore. The movement of gold to New 
York from Europe has already risen to 
dimensions as large as might have been 
desired, if we had been making ready 
for war. 

“The facilities of our new banking 
system are as yet so completely unem- 
ployed that the 12 reserve banks have 
only $11,000,000 notes outstanding, and 
hold as rediscounts only $35,000,000 bills, 
as against cash resources of $278,000,000, 
of which $244,000,000 is gold. 

“It is not easy to discover in such 
a situation the material for discour- 
agement or apprehension even if. Berlir 
should invite a necessary breach in our 
good relations. But it is also true that 
war, in whatever form, is the greatest 
of all human uncertainties, and that all 
these favoring considerations, as to the 
American position, would be strength- 
ened and enhanced if peace were to be 
preserved, and with it the national hon- 
or and self-respect.

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LONDON BANKERS 
CHEERFUL OV 
TRADE OUTLOOK 


Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 


LONDON, May 15.—‘It is true of 
financial London, as of the rest of En- 
gland, that it neither wishes for war 
between the United States and Ger- 
many, nor on the whole beiieves it 
probable. The moral support which 
vour people have been giving us in the 
fight against the lawlessness and bar- 
barities of German warfare mean quite 
as much as your actual participation 
on our side. 

‘We realize that President Woilison’s 
position has been one of unprecedented 
difficulty, the provocation having cer- 
tainly been sufficient to justify imme- 
diate war; and therefore the self-re- 
straint exhibited in his note is strongly 
approved. What we find it more diff- 
cult to understand is how the real 
Americans, whose horror over the Lusi- 
tania wickedness is fully recognized, 
can tolerate the words or presence of 
pro-German advocates, who g9 so far 
as to approve and applaud that act. 

“If Germany's answer to yotr Presi- 
dent's note should be unacceptable, and 
if war were to be declared, the city is 
wondering if vou could take financial 
measures against Germany. We fear 
that much financial disorganization 
would follow actual war, and would 
affect not only America, but the Euro- 
pean Powers—possibly to Germany’s itmn- 
mediate advantage. 


Enalish Are Confident. 


“That the allies will win in the 
end financial London entertains no 
more doubt than heretofore: and 
what we believe to be desirable to 
the highest interests of the world is 
that your country should maintain 
such relations as would enable your 
Government to support Great Britain 
when the war is over, in securing 
such terms of peace as would guar- 
antee future preservation of peace 
and the re-establishment of civilized 
rractices In international relations. 

“But behind all this, the result of 
the Lusitania tragedy, and of our 
deep sympathy with the American 
victims of it, has been to unite our 
people in the determination to ‘en- 
dure any sacrifice for the achieving 
of a decisive result. Previously, some

Future Cotton Market Also 
Shows Lower Price Range 
for the’ Week. 


The cotton market has had

some 
prteen, quotations in the 

markets being reduced 
from %c to ge from the prices ruling 
last week. in the future markets, 
while fluctuations have been decided, 
the net change for the week ig very 
small. 

The attention of the trading public 
is fixed on the complaint to Germany 
forwarced by our Government, and 
much speculation is indulged in as 
to the probable course of the mar- 
ket in the event that Germany does 
not meet the spirit of the message 
and make all possible amends for 
past offenses and promises for the 
future. 

It is the opinion of many that the 
immediate effect of a war with Ger- 
many, or even a diplomatic break, 
woul be to advance the price 
of cotton. This opinion is based 
on the needs for cotton, incident to 
the equipment of an army, such as 
tents, uniforms, etc. The takings of 
American cotton by European na- 
tions has been very large, and their 
activities are in great measure at- 
tributed to the destructiveness of the 
war, where uniforms and other equip- 
ment last but a short time, 

On the other hand, there are those 
who point to the large visible and in- 
visible supply of’ cotton as sufficient 
to meet the needs of all consumers 
for several months to come, under 
any circumstances until the next crop 
is moving. 

Supplies Are Large. 

At this time last year there was 
left in the country and the uncounted 
towns about 750,000 bales to come 
into sight, and the visible supply ot 
American was about 3,150,000 bales, 
a total of 3,900,000 bales in round 
figures. Compared with that, we 
have this year about 2,750,000 bales 
to come forward, with a visible sup- 
ply oc about 5,225,000 bales, a total 
of 7,975,000 bales supply. This is up- 
wards of 4,000,000 bales more than at 
the same time last year. 

In spite of the fact that economists 
«xpected the manufacture of cotton in 
this country to be record-breaking, the 
consumption of cotton in this courtry 
made a gradual decrease, as compared 
with last year, up to February, at which 
time our consumption for the six months 
of this season was 225,536 bales behind 
the consumption for the same perivd 
last year. Up to that time in no month 
of this season had we used as much as 
ror the corresponding month last year. 
.ebruary 1 seemed to mark a turning 
point, and from that time to Apri Ww 
each month has shown an increase over 
ine corresponding month last year. 

The total consumed in April of this 
year was 513,610 bales compared with 
199,646 last year; the total for the sea- 
son was 4,091,285 bales compared with 
4,264,865 last year, a difference of 173,571 
bales. Afthe rate of consumption for 
April, the consumption for the balance 
of this season will be 1,540,830 bales, or 
a total for the whole 12 months of 
5,632,115 bales, exclusive of linters. 

The exporting of cotton continues 
heavy, but fell off somewhat difring the 
past week, amounting to %5,041 bales 
compared with 104,686 bales the same 
week last vear. The total exports for 
the season up to Friday night last was 
7,514,005 bales, compared with 8,395,975 
last year. 

Stocks at the ports are large, 1,230,758 
bales, and it is likely that exports will 
continue On a comparatively large scale 
until port stocks are materially reduced, 
as the inclination this whole season has 
been to hold back cotton unless intended 
for fcrwarding. The decline in prices 
should stimulate demand, somewhat, 
and rather discourage too much plant- 
ing. 

Weather Is Favorable. 

The weather just at present is very 
favorable. The report for the week end. 
ing May 11 says: “In the central and 
eastern portions of the cotton region 
the weather was everywhere favorable; 
good raim broke the severe drouth, an 
planting proceeded under favorable con- 
ditions, while the early planted germi- 
nated rapidly, and cultivation is pro- 
gressing in the more southern districts. 
In Texas and Oklahoma the week was 
unfavorable on account of continued 
rain and wet soil. Much planting re- 
mains to be done in the northern por- 
tions, and in others poor stands will ne- 
cessitate considerable replanting, while 
all work is delayed.” 

Since the issuance of this report the 
weather has cleared over Texas and 
Oklahoma and opportunity is given for 
necessary work, while the temperatures, 
which were too cool for a time, are fa- 
vorable to rapid germination and 
growth. 

Again we come to the problem of 
acreage; how far will the farmer be 
affected by this decline in prices from 
the high. Prices patd the farmer dur- 
ing the season have in no wise been 
encouraging to a large planting to cot- 
ton. On May Il, 1916, according to a re- 
port from the Department of ‘Agricul- 
ture, the price of cotton to the producer 
was 9.1 cents per ere compared with 
oe wee on April I and 7.4 cents on 
March 1. Since May 1 the market has 
declined and farmers are not receiving 
as much for their cotton as on that 
date, and it is a question in the minds 
of many whether or not cotton can be 
profitably grown for even more than 
%9 cents per pound. 

This matter of price will materially af- 
fect those sections where planting was 
not completed and where replanting is 
necessary. At present the outlook is 
such as to indicate a reduction of 10 
per cent minimum, with a possibility 
of more on account of abandonment. 
This is about in line with many private 
estimates that have been put out from 
ime to time. 

Not the least part of all calculations 
must be the reduction in the use of 
fertilizers, which will affect the yield 
in no uncertain fashion. In the east- 
ern and middle portion of the cott 
belt there is yet a good deal of cotton 
held by farmers, and it is not likely that 
this will fail to reduce the acreage. 
Buyers say the demand is slack in tha 
spot market. At the same time holders 
of cotton, true to their policy of this 
season, hold hard unless they secure 
their ideas of value, and take their cot- 
ton off the market on the declines.

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While cattle receipts last week were 
generous, they were not quite as heavy 
as the corresponding period a vear ago, 
due a great deal to a light southern 
cattle run, as native receipts were full 
as large. The beef steer run last wee 
was plentiful and quality good. Choice 
steers made up a good proportion of 
the aggregate. There was a strong de- 
mand for all classes of steers and prices 
rapidly advanced right from the out- 
set of the week. Best beeves, of course, 
showed most gain, but all grades shared 
in the rise. A 25@35c advance was evi- 
dent on the bulk of steers. Yearling» 
topped for the week at $9, heavies made 
$8.70 and handy weight beeves §8.80. 
Some native Oklatioma steers made a 
year’s record at $8.25. 


Last week’s trade in butcher cattla 
was not quite as satisfacory as steers. 
A karge advance was registered during 
the fore part of the week, when there 
was a keen demand for yearling heif- 
ers. However, liberal receipts during 
the middle and latter stuges of the pe- 
riod caused a break in prices, and bulk 
of heifers were only 10@15c higher. Best 
Straight loads of heifers made $8.80. 

Cows showed little change last week.

Stockers in Supply. 


Feeders and stockers were in exces- 
sive supply last week and consequently 
the market was rather slow and week. 
Local traders did not want as many 
as they have been taking, and there 
was little outside demand. A decline of 
l0@1i5c governed bulk of sales. 


Receipts in the Southern division 
were moderate and came mostly from 
Texas. Texas fed steers featured the 
week's trade. There was a good de- 
mand for all steers offered, in fact, 
more could have been handled to ad- 
vantage.

Winter Wheat Crop Weather Cause Selling 
— Yesterday’s Market Was Firm

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Farmets May Save Wheat From 
Hessian Fly. 
WASHINGTw.., May  15.—The 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture has issued the following 
special report: ‘“‘In local areas of 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Missouri and 
Nebraska, Hessian fly has been 
found in large numbers. Some 
farmers in Southern Kansas and 
Oklahoma have become alarmed to 
the extent of replanting their flelds 
to corn. Whether the wheat is in- 
fested to a degree to warrant aban- 
donment is difficult to judge. How- 
ever, it has been the experience of 
many farmers that sometimes 
that has apparently been killed 
by the Hessian fly will retiller, 
or a few tillers which are not in- 
fected will develop into especially 
large heads and yield eight to 19, 
or perhaps 20 bushels of wheat. 
For this reason, farmers should 
be very careful about plowing up 
the crop, especially at this early 
date.”’ 


The favorable outlook for the do- 
mestic winter wheat crop came in 
conflict last week with buying by 
Wall street and inside interests, who 
have been manipulating prices in 
Chicagc for many months past, and 
the crop outlook won. Prices at times 
showed rather stubborn strength, but 
persistent selling at last forced buy- 
ers to temporarily abandon their po- 
sition. At the close of the week val- 
ues were only a few cents up froin 
the extreme low point touched when 
the sinking of the ‘Lusitania threw 
the markets into a convulsion of sell- 
ing and precipitated a panicky break. 

Aside from the crop outlook the 
sellers were reinforced by ee 
ty regarding the reception of the 
American diplomatic note in  Ger- 
many, and conflicting opinion as to 
whether the United States is to be 
drawn into the war. 


The success of the German subma- 
rines has been guch that traders be- 
lieve American commerce would be 
materlally curtailed if this country 
is invoived in the war, and as much 
of the recent advance in wheat has 
been dependent entirely on our enor- 
mous export business, any interfer- 
ence with our commerce naturally 
would reflect in lower values. 

Farmers marketed their surplus 
wheat slightly more freely last week, 
as prices declined. As long as the 
market held the farmer was pos- 
sessed with the idea that $2 wheat 
was inevitable. But when a decline 
starts he usually changes his mind, 
especially if the break is severe. Un- 
der conditions like the present the 
farmer usually sells after the decline 
has reached wide proportions. It 
would be interesting to note if the 
movement from farms to market 
would materially increase, if a wide 
break in prices should take place. 

What firmness was displayed in the 
market at times resulted from numerou»s 
reports of excessive Hessian fly dam- 
age over a wide area of the winter 
wheat belt. Advices from Kansas ani 
Nebraska were unusually pessimistic, 
and went so far as to place the losses 
at 20 to & per cent. In some sections 
it was reported that wheat fields were 
being plowed up. 


has been considerable loss of crop per- 
centage from fly, but that it is exag- 
gerated goes without saying. B. W. 
Snow and other crop experts, however, 
pointed out recently that Hessian fly 
was unusually prevalent this year, and 
the present hot, dry weather is perfect 
for the insect’s development.

Some expense? Not so very 
much, for you haven’t seen 
the real building burn down 
at all, but only a little 
model of it after the scene 
has been acted out in froat 
of the real building. 

The clever director has*

burned, and then it is set on a table in front of the 
camera and lighted with a match. The crank man 
grinds on and takes its picture, and you are fooled into 
thinking you saw the real building go up which was 
pictured on the film just before you got to the fire scene. 

The fire scene in “A Modern Magdalen” is a typical 
example of this. The real mill, a huge skyscraping 
structure, with a dozen big outbuildings, stands near 
Fort Lee ferry, and there the scenes were acted which 
came previous to the fire. Then a miniature mill was 
built on a scale of a quarter-inch to the foot. When 
it came time to burn down the mill the tiny replica 
was put in front of the camera and touched off. The 
model cost $200. To have bought the real mill and 
fired it might have cost $1,000,000. 

“The best fire effects are made in the studios, any 
way,” the movie expert will tell you. 

It was in a studio that the eruption of Mount Etna,

URING President Roosevelt’s visit to the 

Isthmus in November, 1906, in an ad- 

dress to an assemblage of employes, he 

complimented them not only on the man- 

ner in which they were carrying on the 

work, but also on their good fortune in 

being associated with such a task. He 

compared the men at work with the picked men of the 

country engaged in a great war, and remarked that he 

would see if it were not possible to provide some badge 

which would distinguish those who, for a certain space 
of time on the Isthmus, did their work well. 

From this resulted the canal medal, given to all 
American citizens who rendered two years’ continuous 
satisfactory service on the Isthmus, and to which were 
added bars, one for each additional two years, provided 
the entire period was continuous. The medal is made 
of bronze, the material for which was taken from old 
French scrap found on the Isthmus. It has been an in-

In May, 1908, a special Labor Commission of three 
members was sent to the Isthmus 
investigate conditions especially 
as regards labor and accommoda- 
tions.” It submitted its report 
in August of that year, and among 
other recommendations was one 
for the employment of a labor 
secretary, whose duty should be 
to investigate all complaints in 
relation to the conditions of em- 
ployment, subsistence and accom- 
modations. 


While commending the practice 
in vogue of handling complaints, 
the commission claimed that a 
strong appeal had been made by 
the men for one who by training 
and experience would be familiar 
with the work from their point of 
view and who would be more free- 
ly called upon for the investiga- 
tion of grievances and complaints. 
The Labor Commission believed 
that the appeal should be granted 
and that such an appointment 
would promote harmony and give 
increased efficiency. The report 
of this commission was sent to 
the Isthmus for comment and 
recommendation, and, naturally, a labor secretary was 
not advocated. 

The chairman of this special Labor Commission took 
up the question with the President in January, 1909, 
advocating the appointment of a high-priced labor secre- 
tary at a salary of at least $8000 per year, to be se- 
lected from the experienced labor leaders, whose posi-

Fortunately, at that time the 
Committee on Interstate and 
Yoreign Commerce of the House 
was on the Isthmus investigat- 
ing conditions of the work, and 
had arranged to meet the com: 
mittees of. the various labor 
organizations on the afternoon 
of the day on which the cable 
message was received. The 
labor unions always desired a 
hearing whenever a congres- 
sional committee visited the 
Isthmus, with a view to secur- 
ing additienal advantages, higher 
pay or restitution of something 
which had been taken away, and 
I had always urged the con- 
gressional committees to comply 
with their requests, but had re- 
frained from, attending such 
meetings, preferring that the 
men be unhampered in the ex- 
pression of their views and 
opinions. 

To William P. Hepburn and 
Frederick C. Stevens of the Con- 
gressional Committee I showed 
that portion of the report of the Labor Commission 
dealing with a labor secretary, and also the cable mes- 
sage from the Secretary of War, and asked them to ques- 
tion the various committees with a view to getting the 
ideas of the men on the subject. This they did, and 
later told me that the men were unanimously of the 
opinion that such an official was not needed. Conse- 
quently, I asked them to see the President on their re- 
turn regarding the matter, and to gain time I cabled, in 
response to the message received, that a report would 
go forward on a ship to sail after the departure of the 
Congressional Committee. 

By decision rendered in May, 1907, the wage scale for 
the different classes of work on the Isthmus was to be 
ietermined by the Isthmanian Canal Commission, and, 
as every effort was being made to eliminate the discrim- 
ination mentioned by the special Labor Commission, the 
appointment of a labor secretary for this purpose was 
not only unnecessary but inadvisable, as it would tend 
to upset existing conditions. 

The method of handling grievances had proved satis- 
factory, and, though the Labor Commission’s main argu- 
ment seemed to be based on the belief that I should be 
relieved of work of this character, I did not care for 
such relief, for, though considerable time was thus con- 
sumed, the advantages accruing were such that it could 
not be better spent. By handling this work as had been 
done in the past, I was kept more closely in touch with 
the men, learned to appreciate more fully the relative 
merits of the various officials, and at the same time ac- 
quired a more intimate knowledge of the details of the 
work itself. 

Everybody visiting the Isthmus was impressed with 
the spirit ef enthusiasm and loyalty which pervaded the 
force, and it was not possible for a labor secretary to 
increage these or to secure greater harmony or efficiency. 
There were, and always would be in a work of this 
magnitude, a number of malcontents whom even a labor 
secretary could not satisfy. I was convinced from my 
conversations with the men that no one man would be 
able te satisfy all classes of labor, for no one man would 
have the laborer’s special wiewpoint unless he belonged 
to the particular class or craft of which the complainant 
was a member.

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eader would be satisfactory only to those of the same 
order, not satisfactory to those of the same class not 
belonging to the same order, and more or less unsatis- 
factory to all other crafis or classes of labor. Further- 
more, to justify the position and high salary advocated, 
grievances would have to be the order of the day. 

For these reasons I recommended against the estab- 
lishment of such a position. Before my report reached 
Washington, Col. Hepburn and Mr. Stevens had had an 
interview with the President, as the result of which the 
Washington office cabled me that the President agreed 
with the views expressed by these gentlemen and was 
opposed to any such appointment. 

The President-elect, Mr. Taft, visited the Isthmus in 
the latter part of January, 1909, and among the various 
matters that came up for discussion was this one of a 
labor secretary or commission. 

Though I still held to my views concerning the recep- 
tion of committees in general, he thought my position 
was untenable, for organized labor was recognized every- 
where, and transacted all of its business with employers 
of labor through committees. We had gone along for 
nearly two years without such recognition, he had ex- 
pressed himself as gratified at) the progress that had 
been made and the team-work that had been secured, 
and if a wrong position had been taken good results had, 
nevertheless, been secured. 

The upshot of the matter was, however, that I should 
have to change my policy and receive committees or he 
would be obliged to appoint a commissioner to look after 
labor interests. Under such circumstances I was willing 
to choose the lesser of two evils and receive committees 
on all questions affecting any class of labor, but I asked 
that individual grievances be handled as formerly and 
not through committees; this he accorded. 

After my return to the Isthmus in March immediately 
following, and up to the present time, committees have 
been recived, and with them I have discyssed all ques- 
tions affecting salaries, hours of labor and conditions 
of employment affecting the particular class of employe: 
represented by the committee, but personal grievances 
I have handled with the ‘ndividuals affected: demands 
have not been considered nor discussed with anyone, in- 
dividuals or committees. 

it is possible that some advantage has resulted to the 
men through these committees, but I doubt it. On the 
other hand, it was not to the advantage of the men 
serving on the committees in most cases, for the officials 
have seemed to regard them by reason of their being 
on the Grievance Committees as “kickers” and malcon- 
tents, and the minor Officials, taking advantage of this 
point of view on the part of their superiors, have made 
life somewhat more burdensome for the committeemen. 

The conditions of employment, changes in which were 
objected to in 1907, were revised by the commission in 
June, to become effective July 1 of that year. The sick- 
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leave privilege was granted to all “gold” employes on 
the basis of 15 days for each six months, cumulative up 
to 30 days tor each year, and payment made at the next 
pay period after discharge from the hospital on certifi- 
cate of a commission physician that the sickness was due 
to no fault of the employe. 

The annual leave was fixed at 42 days and was not 
cumulative, but employes in the service prior to April 1 
were authorized to accumulate their leaves, not to ex- 
ceed 84 days up to the time of taking the next leave. 
The hourly employes were still denied such eave privi- 
lege. 

The rate on the Panama Railroad steamship line was 
left indefinite, but it continued to be $20 until Jan. 1, 
1909, when it was fixed at $30 for all those employed 
subsequent to this date. Free quarters for bachelors 
were stipulated, and married quarters as well, when 
these became available. 

The hourly employes then began a movement to se- 
cure the same rights with respect to annual leave as 
the monthly men. They protested that the amount of 
overtime work was being greatly reduced, and what they 
received did not reimburse them for the expense of 
leave. The special Labor Commission, in its report of 
August, 1908, advocated equal treatment to all with re- 
spect to leave, setting forth that the overtime earned 
early in 1908 was not equivalent to the pay they would 
have received were the privilege granted, and that in 
this respect there was discrimination in favor of the 
monthly men. While basing their calcu'ations on the 
amount of overtime earned in one month and the amount 
that would be expended if the leave privilege with pay 
were extended, and comparing these with the money 
value of the leave granted monthly employes, they failed 


to consider the overtime that was put in by the greater. 


majority of the monthly employes not belonging to the 
few special classes such as transportation and steam 
shovel crews. 

While recognizing the great expense that would be 
added to the work if their recommendation were adopt- 
ed, they proposed to reduce the cost by granting six 
weeks’ leave with pay every two years, to be taken in 
the United States, and four weeks each alternative year, 
to be taken in the vicinity of the Isthmus. They un- 
derstood from the chief sanitary officer that leave was 
granted in the interests of health, to give the men an- 
nually an opportunity to secure a chance of climate, 
omitting to mention the fact that the same authority, 
for advertising purposes, was announcing that the 
Isthmus was a great health resort. 

The Canal Commission, after discussing the report of 
the Labor Commission, did not consider it advisable to 
change the conditions. The hourly men, however, suc- 
ceeded in securing from the Secretary of War, Mr. J. 
M. Dickinson, when he visited the Isthmus in 1909, leave 
not exceeding two weeks per year with pay. At the 
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expiration of the leave they were to receive pay for 
eight hours each day at the same rate per hour they 
were receiving at the time leave was granted. Such 
leave was cumulative, not to exceed six weeks. 

This did not satisfy them, and they lost no oppor- 
tunity to seek an increase through committees of Con- 
gress visiting the Isthmus, the Secretary of War and 
the President. When President Taft visited the Isthmus 
in 1910 he received the committees of the various labor 
organizations as usual, and again this question was 
brought up. 

The last committee to receive an audience was that 
of the boiler makers. It was late in the afternoon, and 
the President was obliged to excuse himself after a 
short hearing in order to keep a dinner engagement 
with the President of the Republic of Panama, and in 
doing so he promised to give the matter consideration 
on his return to the United States. The men desired 
an answer at once, which he would not give. 

A meeting of the order was called that evening, and 
the following morning the boiler makers served the 
requisite five days’ notice of their intention to resign. 
Their resignations were promptly accepted; almost im- 
mediately they began to seek reinstatement, and finally 
a large number of the mea were re-employed. 

An instance occurred showing the advantage of grant- 
ing family quarters. One of the boiler makers came 
to me and said that he was in trouble. The cause was 
that he had lost his job and might lose his wife if I 
didn't help him, for she had vowed that if he left he 
would go alone, for she iiked the Isthmus and didn’t 
intend to leave. He kept his wife, but by breaking his 
service lost his longevity. The advantage of offering 
inducements to married men to bring their families 
to the Isthmus was here demonstrated. 

The result of these hearings was that the President 
directed that, effective Jan. 1. 1911, men on the hourly 
basis should receive four weeks’ leave for each year, 
computed as 28 consecutive days at eight hours each. 

An effort has been made to treat the men fairly and 
humanely, straightening out their difficulties and dif- 
ferences when possible, assisting them when necessary, 
as well as taking a personal interest in their affairs 
when advisable so to do. The result has been an earnest, 
zealous and enthusiastic co-operating body of employes, 
responding promptly to all Calls for extra work in 
emergency, even to the extent of personal sacrifices, te 
which is attributed in greater measure than to any 
other factor the success that has been attained. 

It is a body of men to be proud of and a source of 
pride to be one of them.

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Tiny Glands Secrete Courage, Strength and Endurance 


lust of chase or battle, there is an overwhelming 

sense of power that sweeps in like a sudden tide 

and lifts a man to a new level of ability. Fire- 
men, policemen, escaped prisoners, wrecked sailors, sol- 
diers and football players have borne testimony to the 
energizing influence of the emotions that enabled them 
to perform prodigies of strength. 

A Harvard professor of physiology, Walter B. Cannon, 
aiter a lengthy study of these phenomena (assisted by 
10 collaborators) has written a book entitled “Bodily 
Chances in Pain, Hunger, Fear ana Rage’ (Appleton), 
which is an important contribution to the new science 
of medicine. He finds the explanation of the energizing 
power of the emotions in the action of those small bodies 
lying anterior to each kidney—the adrenal glands. The 
adrenals are glands of internal secretion, like the thy- 
roid, parathyroid and pituitary glands. They give into 
the blood the material which they elaborate. From the 
medulla of the adrenal gland can be extracted a sub- 
stance variously called suprarenin, adrenin, epinephrin 
and adrenalin: the latter is a proprietary name and Dr. 
Cannon prefers adrenin. Injections of adrenin into a 
vein of a patient produce heightened blood pressure, an 
‘ndded sense of strength and lessen the effects of fatigue. 
These are effects which are produced by heightened emo- 
tion and which the author's experiments show are caused 
by the liberation into the blood of increased quantities 
of the secretion of the adrenals. 

“Certain remarkable effects of injecting adrenin into 
the blood have for many years been more or less rec- 
ognized,” says Dr. Cannon. “For example, when injected 
it causes liberation of sugar from the liver into the 
blood stream.: Some old experiments indicate that it acts 
as an antidote for fatigue * * * and there is some 
evidence that it renders more rapid the coagulation 
of the blood. : 

“Sugar is the form in which carbohydrate material is 
transported in organisms; starch is the storage form. 


IT states of strong excitement due to fear, anger, the 


In the bodies of animals that Have been well fed the 
liver contains an abundance of glycogen, or ‘animal 
starch,’ which may be called upon in time of need; at 
such times the glycogen is changed and set free in the 
blood as sugar.”’ 

An excess of sugar in an eliminating fluid of the 
body, known as glycosuria, is a prominent symptom of 
diabetes; yet great exertion, high excitement, pain, grief 
and anxiety will produce pronounced glycosuria. This 
symptom of a dangerous disease has been found in foot- 
ball players immediately after a game and even in spec- 
tators of the game; but all trace of it had disappeared 
the next day. 

Dr. Cannon, in experiments on cats, produced glyco- 


suria through rage, fear and pain. His experiments have 
been verified by other investigators and the positive con- 
nection has been established between the emotion, the 
freeing of the adrenal secretion in larger quantity and 
the consequent increase of sugar from the liver into the 
kidneys. 

Sugar is a source of energy, and adrenin, by causing its 
release into the blood, overcomes fatigue; but “adrenin 
has also another ¢ction, a very remarkable action, that 
of restoring to a muscle its original ability to respond 
to stimulation aftyr that has been largely lost by con- 
tinued activity for a long period. What rest will do 
after an hour or more, adrenin will do in five minutes, 
or less.”’ 


Criminal Tendencies Are 


FTER a careful study of 1000 young criminals and 
their ancestry, Dr. Edith R. Spaulding, resident 
physician of the Reformatory for Women at South Fram- 
ingham, Mass., and Dr. William Healy, director of the 
Juvenile Psychopathic Institute, Chicago, have been able 
to find ‘“‘only 15 cases which in the least suggest inheri- 
tance of criminalistic traits.” 

“In no case of the thousand,” they say, “have we been 
able to discover evidence of anti-social tendencies in suc- 
ceeding generations without also finding underlying 
trouble of a physical or mental nature, or such striking 
environmental faults or mal-adjustments as develop 
delinquency in the absence of defective inheritance.” 

They say there is much evidence of the indirect inheri- 
tance of criminalistic tendencies; that is to say, a child 
born of criminal parents is almost certain to be brought 
up in an envircnment that would tend to make him a 
criminal even if he had been born of the most moral 
parents. 

It is impossible to say where heredity leaves off and 
environment begins. ‘“‘With inherited imbecility, no en- 
vironment could make a good citizen. On the other

hand, if a normal individual were brought up in dives of 
vice from infancy, with no moral enlightenment, he, 
too, would be a poor type of citizen.” 

They regard habitual drunkenness as an expression of 
nervous weakness, which may be either inherited or ac- 
quired. Commenting on one of the cases that seemed 
suggestive of criminalistic inheritance, they say: 

“The boy, however, suddenly waked up in the midst of 
his atrocious environment, broke up his gang, reformed 
the worst member of it, and thereby upset our evidence 
that he had inherited any criminalistic tendencies. This 
made us skeptical of acceptance of ‘proof’ in the future.” 

Drs. Spaulding and Healy note two factors in produc- 
ing young criminals that sometimes run in families 
and that are factors of genius as well as of crime. 
These are superabundant energy and lack of inhibitions. 
The first, with ideal environment and wise guidance, 
will make a man a valuable member of society, but 
with repression and undesirable associates is likely to 
make a criminal.
